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To many readers of Profane Existence it 
must seem like the only strategy the PE collec- 
tive has is to sell our records and to glorify 
violence against the state, and hell, it's partly 
true. These activities are important parts of our 
diabolical attempt to overthrow all systems of 
oppression and replace them with a world of 
free punk gigs, unlimited supplies of homebrew 
and, er, oh yeah, nonhierarchical and voluntary 
forms of political and economic organization. 
However, there’s also a bit more to the reams of 
newsprint withthe smudgy ink, the thousands 
of records bought and sold, and the endless 
trips to the post office. The output of Profane 
Existence (the magazine, the records, the shirts, 
the distribution, etc.) and the way P.E. itself is 
organized (as an anarchist collective) reflect 
two key parts of an anarchist strategy we feel is 
necessary in the struggle to create a free, 
equal, and just world. 


COLLECTIVES 


Most people have a somewhat legitimate 
gripe when they say, “Anarchy’s a great idea 
butit will never work.” Anarchy won't work now 
because people still need to build the political 
andhistorical conditions that make an anarchist 
society possible. Despite our dreams, we don’t 
believe an anarchist revolution willhappen over- 
night. Callus cynical, The Spanish Revolution 
didn’t just pop. out of the sky and into the 
Spanish workers and peasants’ hands; they 
built the revolution for over sixty years. Key to 


their struggle was the formation of collectives. - 


We ‘see the formation of revolutionary collec- 
tives as one of the best ways to create the 
necessary bridges between the totalitarian so- 








conditions that make anarchist revolution p 
sible. First, collectivesare small, efficientmeans 
of organizing that provide practical examples of 
counterinstitutions that are egalitarian, volun- 


ey prove that anarchy works, and that's 


агу апа nti-authoritarian. Collectives work 


and 


one of the best weapons we have against both 
capitalism and the Marxist-Leninoid version of 


revolution. Collectives demonstrate that people 
can organize their lives together in democratic 
ways that do not oppress or exploit anyone and 
that encourage the full and free participation of 
people in things that affect their everyday lives. 

To smash capitalism and tum a rebellion 
(like L.A.'s) into a revolutionary struggle you 
have to show people an altemative to the life 
they live now, an altemative that makes people 
willing to give up what little they have for the 
possibility of anew life. You also have to show 
people an altemative that encourages them to 
organize their lives themselves instead of by 
some party or cult figure. The way we see it, 
any anarchist struggle will be a three-comered 
fight among those who support the status quo, 
authoritarian revolutionary types (socialists, 
Leninists, and other statist stooges), and anti- 
authoritarian revolutionaries who don’t want to 
liberate the masses but want the masses to 
liberate themselves, PE places itself firmly in 
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the third camp, but for this type of strategy to 
succeed you have to present working altema- 
tives to capitalistand authoritarian Marxistforms 
of organization, altematives that people can 
build themselves instead of join or follow. We 
think collectives are one of the most important 
altematives anti-authoritarian revolutionaries 
should present. 

However, we don’t want to advocate just 
any kind of collective. China and the Soviet 
Union had collectives but they were either cre- 
ated or taken over by the state. In the Soviet 
Union, people were forced to collectivize and if 
they didn’t, Stalin starved them. That's not the 
kind ofcollectivization we're about. We're about 
anarchist collectives — collectives that are 
voluntary, nonhierarchical, egalitarian, directly 
democratic, encourage the full participation of 
all collective members, and engage in acts of 
mutual aid with other revolutionary collectives. 
We're not vanguardist. We fully believe the 
punk ethic of Do-It-Yourself is a revolutionary 
ethic. If you want a free society, you have to 
DIY. You have to form your own collective: 
don’t join ours. You have to work with other 
collectives while maintaining your autonomy 
instead of being recruited into a party. Mass 
struggle must be built from the ground up in a 
nonhierarchical, democratic manner. Collec- 
tives are an excellent way to build this kind of 
revolutionary anarchist struggle. 

This brings us to our second point As 
importantas collectives are, it'snot enough just 
to build a collective and work within it. To bea 
revolutionary collective you have to work with 
other people, other networks, and other collec- 
fives. In any anarchist strategy, working with 
other collectives has to be seen as just as 
important as work within the collective itself. If 
we all just work alone, we are isolated and 
weak. If we all just join together under the 
banners of “unity” and “mass struggle,” we lose 
our individuality and become just another head 
tocount. However, if we work togetheras tight- 
knitautonomous collectives thatform networks, 
federations, and coalitions with other collec- 
tives, communities, individuals, networks, and 
federations, we are powerful on a mass level 
while still retaining our identity.

PROPAGANDA

notonlyforbuildingconnectionsthatstrengthan might not have ever even considered в 


the anarchist movement, it’s also important 
because it helps break down the intemal pat- 
tems of racism, sexism, classism, homophobia, 
and other hidden hierarchies that can develop 
within a collective without members even real- 
izing it. Working with other collectives and/or 
people of different backgrounds challenges us 
and the way we live and organize within our 
collective as well as outside of it. When you get 
together and work with other collectives, fed- 
erations, etc., all parties involved walk away 
changed. Coalitions aren't just the sum of the 
number of groups involved, they alter the inter- 
ests of the groups themselves because the 
communication involved forces people out of 
the protective shell a collective can develop if it 
doesn'ttalk with other collectives. When some- 
thing is so subtle within your collective that no 
one recognizes it, getting a perspective from 
the outside helps a lot. 

Forming anarchist collectives are vital to 
revolutionary strategy because we don’t want 
another China, another Russia, another Cuba,

before. Forexample, one important part of the 
magazine is to challenge dogmatic beliefs that 
serve to strengthen the present power struc- 
ture, beliefs such as “fascists deserve free 
speech and freedom to assemble, too” and 
“some cops are good, some cops are bad” and 
other such liberal nonsense. We don’t expect 
our articles, essays, and rants to change 
anyone’s mind ovemight, but we do want people 
to know that these ideas aren’t god-given or 
“natural” and that there is a struggle going on 
about beliefs like these that most people take 
for granted. “Not everyone buys into the ruling 
class ideology; we just thought you should 
know,” we say. 

Further, propaganda also helps the col- 
lective because the criticisms we receive from 
stuff that we publish or distribute challenges us 
to defend our views and change them where 
necessary. PE has become a lot stronger due 
to the feminist and anti-racist critiques that 
revealed the straight white male attitude that 
often prevailed (and still creeps in, despite our 
best efforts) the magazine. Propaganda inevi- 
tably breeds criticism; the collective uses that 
criticism to grow and change. 

A lot of people criticize the magazine be- 
cause they say we romanticize violence and 
that we exaggerate the struggles we cover. 
They are right; we do romanticize violence 
against the state and the ruling class and we do 
sometimes exaggerate peoples’ struggles 
against injustice. However, we also have a 
reason for this. Romanticizing this sort of stuff 
shows people —especially people who live in 
places that are generally isolated from revolu- 
tionary activity— that people are struggling 
against unjust forms of powerall overthe world, 
and that sometimes these people win. An 
anarchist movement needs that. We need to 
know that victories against hierarchy are pos- 
sible and that they do happen, even if they don’t 
lead us straight into a revolutionary situation. 

Romanticization also challenges the 
media's claim to “objective truth” in reporting. 
We believe that the idea of objective truth is 
bullshit. History happens, butthe belief thatyou 
can describe or interpret history exactly as it 
happenedis a lie. Those who are in power are 
also those who usually get to define what is 
“true.” By romanticizing events we not only 
offer an altemative interpretation to the “truth,” 
we also challenge the ruling class and the mass 
media’s claim to a monopoly on truth. We say 
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our interpretation of politics and history is as 
goodas theirs and that if you're going to believe 
one pack of lies you might as well believe ours! 
Lastly, like collectives, propaganda shows 
that anarchy can be a part of everyday life. It's 
not just a theory, itis a multifaceted, thriving, 
Practical, and just way of living your life. Propa- 
ganda documents our culture of resistance and 
legitimates it. Counterinstitutions like collec- 
tives exist within countercultur: 
archist, feminist, que 
the mainstream media to cover these 
countercultures, nordo we wantthem to. Again, 
we gotta do-i By documenting our

inspires people within and without the revolu- 
tionary anarchist movement to get activeand ae 
take control of their own lives and to realize that Ў 
we can fight the status quo and win. 


At PE we have high hopes for people and 
this world, but we also try to be realistic. We 
don’t expect everyone in the world to join a 
collective. Some people just have to work by 
themselves, and that’s fine. More importantin 


_ termsofanarchiststrategy, though, some people 


will actively oppose the formation of collectives 
and our attempts to build a free society. Thisis 
why we see the revolutionary anarchist process 
as a process of struggle. 

For us, an anarchist society will develop 
out of a long and perhaps bitter struggle be- 
tween those who would maintain the status quo 


(the ruling class, the state, cops, racists, upper я 


and some middle class people, etc.) and those 
who want to overthrow it. It will also be a 
struggle within the revolutionary movement 
between those who want to lead the revolution 
(i.e. socialists, Leninists, Maoists, and other 
powermongers) and those who want the revo- 
lution and the post-revolutionary society to be 
anti-authoritarian. (We could call it the struggle 
between the DlYers and the “We'll-Do-It-For- 
You-Or-Else”-ers.) Thisis why anarchy is about 
revolution to us, not about “evolution.” “Evolu- 
tion toward anarchy’ is a crock of liberal shit. If 
anything, humanity has devolved from a 
prehistorical state of relative freedom and au- 
tonomy to one of serfdom and slavery. Making 
the world anarchist by evolution is about as 
likely as humans developing a tail, and it would 
probably take about as much time to “evolve” 
even ifitwas. To change the world you have to 
act on it. You have to DIY, and that means 
revolution. 

Viewing anarchy as a struggle involves 
keeping collectives alive and thriving, keeping 
revolutionary ideas alive and thriving, and not 
loving everyone: Some people are responsible 
forthe way this wordis run today and they need 
to be held accountable as muchas any abstract 
“(Fuck the) System” should. At PE, our anar- 
chist strategy is to organize and propagandize 
against the powerful and for the creation of a 
new. world built from the bottom up by the 
powerless. This requires collective forms of 
organization, intense propaganda campaigns, 
acommitment to direct democracy and against 
hierarchy, and a revolutionary demand to strip 
the power from the ruling class, by force, if 
necessary. Italso requires that we have alot of 
fun and laughs (and beers). We wouldn’t have 
it any other way.

OPERATION RESCUE ARE COMING, BUT PRO-CHOICE RADICALS ARE GRINDING OUR AXES 





Mosteveryone has probably heard 
by now about the murder of a doctor who 


5+ performed abortionsiin Florida by a “pro- 


life" demonstrator. The gunman had 
prayed out loud “that Dr. Gunn [the one 
he shot] would give his life to Jesus 
Christ,” at his Assembly of God church 
the Sunday before the shooting. In a 
classic example of the sick attitude that 
places fetuses above people's lives, 
Particularly above the lives of wimmin, 
the leader of Rescue America, a group 
present at the demonstration where the 
doctor was shot, commented, “While 
Gunn's death is unfortunate, it's also 
true that quite a number of babies' lives 
will be saved." Even the anti’s them- 
selves only weakly deny that incidents 
like this are notisolated buta part in the 
general escalation in the warbeing fought 
by the religious right. And, of course, 
abortion is only a part of their white- 
supremacist, homophobic, and wimmin- 
hating agenda. 

As a part of that war, Operation 
Rescueis holding training camps, called 
IMPACT teams, to school their recruits 
in the fine arts of terrorizing and intimi- 
dating people who dare to try to control 
their own lives, as opposed to tuming 
their bodies over tobecome lobotomized 
robots of the church. The first IMPACT 
team was trained in Melboume, Florida 
this winter, where OR creeps have pick- 
eted homes and schools, as well as 
tracking and threatening clinic workers 
and theirrelatives. According toOR ads 
in X-ian magazines, Minneapolisis tobe 


clinics and other sites will be used as 
training grounds for these "Green Be- 
rets of the right-tife movement” as 
Randall Terry, supreme jerkof OR, called 
them. Itis sure to be a crazy summer. 
Gordon Peterson, who often shows up 
at Robbinsdale Clinic in a cheezy com- 
bat uniform, will apparently be the field 
director for the training teams. He and 
his wife Nancy Peterson are the head 
preachers at the Calvary Temple, a 
Pentecostal (think HELL) church in St. 
Louis Park. Members of the church will 
be helping to house the anti’s enrolled in 
the school. 

There are all kinds of groups orga- 
nizing now to smash OR, many of which 
will want to be liberal, boring and “non- 
violent”. This is the kind of thing thatOR 
Jerks expect and have no problem deal- 
ing with. We need to be willing to be just 
as militant as they are and ready to be 
aggressive and confrontational. Terror- 
izing people's families, endangering 
people’s lives, and other sick tactics that 
they use are only stupid and macho ina 
dumb way, but why should they be 
allowed to terrorize people and still lead 
peaceful lives? Their cars, property, 
billboards, and especially anti-choice 
offices, churches, and “crisis pregnancy” 
fake counseling clinics are all fair tar- 
gets. They need to be shown thatwe are 
seriously fucking pissed off that they 
think they can harrass wimmin in our 
town or anywhere. We need to be 
creative and pick our targets carefully, 
and then we can send them away wish-

On March 19, Asian activist Ken 
Choy and myself protested the Minne- 
sota Opera’s production of Madame 
Butterfly. Both in makeup and dresses, 
we staged a noisy die-in in the center 
aisle during the “love duet” of Act |. We 
were hauled out by three Minnesota 
Opera men and later arrested for disor- 
derly conduct. 

Madame Butterfly is notorious for 
its title character, an Asian womyn, com- 
mitting suicide after failing to attain the 
love of a white U.S. serviceman. No 
better than Rambo, this racist, sexist, 
imperialist piece of “art” offends by 
dehumanizing Asians and Asian Ameri- 
cans, especially wimmin, and perpetu- 
ates the notion that Asian lives are ex- 
pendable. Choy and | “died” to expose 
the media stereotype that Asian deaths 
are exotic/erotic as alie, and to say that 
the misogynist and racist values in the 
play contribute to the opression of 
Asians; in some cases, literally killing 
us. 

The opera's president, CEO, and 
General Director (Kevin Smith) have 
responded by calling us “sleazy” while 
local reporters refer to us as “perverse 
culture cops” and say thatwe are “flirting 
with censorship.” Yeah, right — we get 
hauled off, arrested, and are looking at 
a hefty fine and time in jail while Miss 
Saigon (a play with the same fucked up 
plot, but in Vietnam this time) is being 
brought to town. We know who the real 
censors are and what they'll do to keep 
the status quo in place. Andas far as us 
being perverse and sleazy? | guess 
they're just scared of how an Asian 
lesbian and gay man can shake things _ 
up.

CouP CRUMBLES! 


Co-op Workers, Members, and Ve 


Despite a massive propaganda 
campaign, a plan by managers of five 
Twin Cities food co-ops to consoli- 
date their stores into one large corpo- 
ration failed. The consolidation’s defeat 
by co-op members was much to the de- 
light of grass roots activists and co-op 
workers who supporta decentralized, worker- 
owned and managed, community-oriented co- 
op structure; and who feared that the “mega co- 
op” consolidation plan would have driven 
smaller co-ops out of business. 

The only two co-ops whose mem- 
bership voted for consolidation (The 
Wedge and Lakewinds) had no orga- 
nized consolidation opposition, either within 
the stores by workers or in the community. 
Consolidation was defeated in the three co- 
ops that had a sustained organized movement 
againstit. (For consolidation to pass, three out of 
five co-ops’ membership had to vote for it.) This 
means that it's pretty safe to say this motion was 
defeated by massive grass-roots community ac- 
tion and organizing by co-op workers and activ- 
ists.

As a penalty for being burgled, our insur- 
ance premiums will go up and up and we 
will be looked on with suspicion. Our 
customers may feel less safe; our work- 
ers the same. The victim is victimized: 
We are burgled and the assumption is 
our guilt.

Itwould have one centralized office, an 

added layer of hierarchy, a CEO, and only 

seven board members (as opposed to the 

present 45). The plan, they hoped, would 

resultin greater buying power and help them 
“serve the greatest number of consumers.” 

The managers’ proposal was to turn five 

already “successful” co-ops [Seward, Lake 

Winds, Mississippi Market, Valley Co-op 

and The Wedge — ed. into one large 

legal corporation. By “legal” | mean they 

would sign a legal contract with each 

other, forfeiting each co-op’s indi- 

vidual identity but maintaining sepa- 

rate store fronts with the same names 

they have now. They believed that by 

doing this they would have greater buy- 

ing power (they could buy more at volume 

discounts), and use the money they saved 

to open new stores and/or expand existing 

stores. They used several baiting tech- 

niques to attract employees and members: 

members could shop at and receive their 

discounts at any one of these five stores, 

employees might receive better benefits, em- 

ployees could work at any of the five stores (if 

asked to do so), that expansion and relocation of 

stores would enhance convenience for shoppers, 

and that employees would have had opportunities 

for “advancement” in the corporation. 
It was not, however, until co-op members 


_pushed for details that management admitted that 


these goals were not necessarily attainable and 
that if the new consolidated corporation didn’t 
succeed they could decide to close one or all of the 
stores. 

The consolidation plan was unappealing to 
members, workers, and community activists for 
various reasons, butone reason everyone oppos- 
ing consolidation agreed on was that the way in 
which the plan was presented was extremely 
undemocratic. From the very beginning manage- 
ment took it for granted that the plan would be 
accepted. They never once asked the simple 
question, “Do you think this would be a good 


idea?" to anybody. They instead laughed at _

altemative suggestions, got angry at people who 
wanted debate or discussion, and distributed fliers 
making fun of alternative ideas to consolidation. 

Another reason people were angry was that 
they were only given five months to review a very 
sketchy document before the vote. Members felt 
tushed and were told by managers that “if we don't 
do it now we'll probably never get a chance to do 
it again.” 

Out of the anger and resentment grew many 
groups of both members and employees of co-ops 
involved and notinvolved. The group! participate 
in is the Coalition for Co-op Democracy. We've 
met once a week for about five months now, 
discussing the tactics managementuses, the fears 
we have of effects on non-consolidation co-ops, 
and how we can fight against the growing trend of 
co-ops toward increased participation in the capi- 
talist system. Co-ops should be alternative food 
sources, worker-owned and managed, and ac- 
cessible to all. They should have the goal of 
turing away from capitalism and power-over, and 
toward challenging themselves to meet the needs 
of all members of their individual communities 
while creating the most egalitarian, democratic 
society possible. 

So, May arrives and with them the elections. 
In the preceding few months the managers held 
tight control over official info sent to members and 
over member forums. At the same time, they 
belittled the concern and anger shown by mem- 
bers, employees and community activists, criti- 
cized these people by name openly, and made 
jokes about their attempts to distribute info outlin- 
ing risks of consolidation. For workers at these co- 
ops who opposed consolidation, life on the job 
was not fun. They had to watch most of their co- 
workers “co-operate” with managers in squelch- 
ing debate, bad-mouth opposition, and display 
general hostility toward anyone questioning the 
overall philosophy of consolidation. The manage- 
ment did what it could to convince its loyal follow- 
ers that the opposition were the oppressive ones 
who refused to tolerate change or “alternative” 
viewpoints. 

It Ain't Over ‘til Capitalism Is 

This is an important victory, but we still need 
to keep supporting the few real co-ops left that 
aren'tafraid to subvertthe system. The consolida- 
tion effort was defeated, but it was defeated very 
narrowly. This means that we can't let up on our 
efforts in supporting worker-managed co-ops and 
in keeping vocal about our opposition to consoli- 
dation. This is a crucial time to do this, since more 
and more consumers of healthy food are just that 
— consumers.

Network Conference Update 

Having formed a year ago, the 3rd Midwest Eco- 
Anarchist Network (MEAN) conference was held in 
Minneapolis the weekend of May 1. ‘The conference 
provided a time to do education, expand and strengthen 
the network, discuss common politics and establish 
Tegional projects. Approximately 45-50 people attended 
the conference from as far away as Oberlin College in 
Ohio, to Bemidji, MN, St. Peter, MN and many from the 
Twin Cities area. 

The first night of the conference was spent with 
introductions, elaborating on political projects people 
were involved in, discussing what people wanted out of 
the weekend, amending the proposed agenda and, 
lastly, breaking up into women's and men’s caucuses. 
Many of the people were interested in hearing about the 
history of MEAN, learning more about anarchism, and 
discussing the possibilities of the Network. 

Saturday's agenda was divided up into caucuses, 
large plenaries and workshops on forest activism/ 
bioregionalism, community economics, anarcho-femi- 
nism, native issues, queer politics, introduction to eco- 
anarchism, and starting and sustaining a collective. 
People gathered to have a lengthy discussion about the 
importance of doing anti-racism work. Many people 
already involved around native issues, police brutality 
and/of environmental racism shared ideas and sugges- 
tions for doing support and coalition work. 

At the last plenary, a statement of our politics was 
discussed and adopted, emphasizing our opposition 
against all forms of domination and hierarchy, including 
but not limited to: capitalism, sexism, racism, 
heterosexism and the state. Two projects were pro- 
posed and accepted, and the responsibilities of the 
Clearinghouse and MEAN newsletter changed hands. It 
was accepted that MEAN would participate in opposing 
Operation Rescue's boot camp scheduled for the Twin 
Cities this summer. Also, a project was accepted to 
have an educational gathering in northem Minnesota 
sometime in August to do support work with the Indig- 
enous Environment Network. 

Overall, people seemed very happy with the way 
the conference went. Many expressed how much they 
got out of the workshops and hearing about collectives 
organizing in this area. People were excited to meet 
others with similar politics and inspired by the possibili- 
ties of the network. Finally, on Sunday, after a long two 
days, people marched with the anarchist contingent in 
the Mayday parade and celebration, a fun and festive 
yearly event in Minneapolis.

A report on the anarchist activities 
surrounding the Anti-Klan Protests 
ofJanuary 16th, 1993 by D.L. Lingg 

I'd like to begin this report on a 
posilive note and say that I feel proud 
and inspired by the 5000 people who 
took a stand against 40 bonehead Klan 
scum. This huge-sized crowd would 
not have happened if it was not for 
much previous organizing by us “mili- 
tants.” The effort pushed the debate 
towards more radical dialogue. The 
capitalist press/media feared violence 
so they took precautions. First, they 
heavily promoted the “peace march” 
that was to leave the scene before the 
Klan arrived. Secondly, the day be- 
fore the rally, they printed a statement 
by so-called “Black leaders” which 
urged A frican-Americans to stay home 
and ignore the Klan. Fortunately, a lot 
of folks ignored their leaders instead. 
The local anarchist/radical milieu did 
lots of preparations for the event, in- 
cluding tons of flyers calling for mili- 
tant resistance, and a benefit concert 
which drew 600 people. 

We called for a “Black Bloc” as a 
part of the peace march that began 
early in the morning. This was a legal 
march called by Austin Anti-Racist 
Coalition. We had several banners 
including one that read “Fight the Na- 
zis and the KKK, From Germany to 
the USA.” There were folks from 
Black Fist in Houston, punx from all 
over Texas and Louisiana, as well as 
SHARP skins from Dallas. I decided 
to bring a boom box to break the mo- 
notony of boring leftist chants, so we 
marched and waged psychological 
warfare on the pigs to the sounds of 
Hip Hop, American Indian drum 
chants, and of course, Body Count’s 
Cop Killer. 

The pacifists, once the march 
reached the capitol, tried to bore us to 
tears with patronizing speeches by 
movement hacks and sell-out main- 
stream liberals. After what seemed 
like an eternity, their rally ended and 
they began marching away. At this 
point, the black bloc seized the Capi- 
tol steps and attempted to create a 
public forum. Ironically, thë most 
violent response we got all day was 
from the pacifists themselves. Our 
attempt at an open forum ended in 
shouting matches with them, who ac- 
cused us of being “just as bad as the 
Klan” for wanting to oppose them with 
forceful means. At this point the pigs 
moved in and separated us, removed 
us under the threat of arrest, and began 
setting up police barricades. 

Fortunately, the number of folks

teams, video cameras, binoculars, 
undercovers and even a helicopter. 
Strategically they had superior posi- 
tions from inside the capitol building, 
which literally towered over us, moni- 
toring the crowd’s every move. Our 
only advantage was our masks, our 
police scanner and superior numbers. 
People brought drums, signs, curiosity 
and resolve. 

The Klan finally arrived, all 40 of 
them, from Waco and Viter, Texas. 
They goosestepped, well-protected, to 
the steps. Sporting American, Dixie, 
Christian, Texas and Klan flags, it 
seemd like each of these goons had 
some kind of flag or banner! Sadly, 
many of their ranks were young. They 
stood frozen in frontof an angry crowd 
who occasionally threw eggs, tofu and 
other assorted things. They played 
white-power anthems on rented speak- 
ers which was almost drowned out by 
our drum circle. 

They were a truly pathetic 
example of humanity. Power-tripping; 
Third Reich wanna be's and cro- 
magnon-looking Nazi skinheads whose 
behavior would suggest that they had 
never picked up a book in their entire 
lives. This is not to underestimate the 
amount of pain they’ve already in- 
flicted through racial attacks and 
harrassment; whoknows forsure? Still, 
these young fighters on the front lines

After their hour-long harangue, 
many of us grouped around the buses 
that they arrived in to confront them 
face-to-face.

Bus 
windows were smashed and more were 
arrested as riot pigs poured out of the 
capitol, and the bus sped off. 

I’m happy that the public came 
outen masse to send a strong message 
to the Klan, as well as the powers that 
be, that they definitely aren’t welcome 
here. I wish we could have sent the 
Klan abit more crippling of amessage, 
but we did what we could with such a 
massive pig presence. The local me- 
dia buried the story. All the articles 
about it were very shallow and com- 
pletely missed the celebratory aspect 
of resistance. They also failed to talk 
about the way the protest crossed all 
ethnic lines to become a truly multi- 
cultural event. So once again the state 
spends millions of dollars out of the 
laxpayer’s pocket to protect a group of 
murderers that the publicclearly didn’t 
want staging a rally. We-came to- 
gether and shouted, chanted, threw

Aileen Wuomos ison Death Row 
in Florida and may be murdered by the 
State for defending herself. She is 
accused of seven murders and con- 
victed of six, even though she has only 
gone to trial once, for killing Richard 
Mallory. Aileen worked as a truckstop 
and roadside prostitute, and all of the 
men she is accused of killing were men 
who picked her up on the Florida high- 
ways, and who she accuses of assault- 
ing, raping, and attempting to kill her. 
This is a plausible story, considering 
that , according to a 1991 study by the 
Center for Prostitution Alternatives, 
prostitutes are raped an average of 33 
times a year. Aileen is the victim of a 
system that refuses to take rape and 
murder of prostitutes seriously. In her 
case, even though she insisted that she 
acted in self-defence and that Richard 
Mallory, the man who she went to trial 
for killing, had raped and tortured her, 
her public defenders never ran a rou- 
tine background check on Mallory. If 
they had, they would have found that 
he was a convicted rapist with a long 
history of violence against wimmin.

was the key piece of evidence against 
her used by the prosecution, Aileen 
made over 60 references to having 
acted in self-defence. Every single 
one of these references was deleted in 
the version shown to the jury. 

Aileen Wuornos is being por- 
trayed as a “Lesbian Serial Killer” in 
the courts and the media. According to 
the prosecution, portraying her as a 
serial killer won them the death pen- 
alty. Aileen does not match the profile 
of a serial killer; she says that she 
killed the men in self-defence after 
they attacked her. She did not choose 
them, they chose her. The FBI model 
ofaserial killer is amale model. Totry 
to fit her to that model, police and 
prosecutors have insisted that, because 
Aileen is a lesbian, she is “gender 
confused” and has an “intrinsic hatred 
of males,” with a "confused gender 
identity” that causes an “identification 
with male violence.” The media’s 
coverage of the case has been viru- 
lently homophobic, screaming “Les-

ESCAPEFROM WISCONSIN! 


WISCONSIN PRISONERS PUNISHED FOR THOUGHT CRIME 


Dear PE: 

I am a prisoner confined at the 
state facility in Wisconsin known as 
the Racine Correctional Institution. I 
am currently held in the segregation 
unit (the hole), serving a sentence of 


386 days solitary confinement because - 


prison officials objected to an article I 
wrote for a local newspaper. No kid- 
ding. They found me guilty of “lying” 
and “disrespect.” Prison officials are 
so drunk with power that they believe 
they can limit a prisoner’s communi- 
cation with the news media to: 1.) only 
the facts that prison officials deem 
true; and 2.) only such language as 
prison officials deem “respectful.” 

I interpret this whole fiasco as an 
indication that I’m doing something 
right. When state officials react to you 
with such vigor, you know you have 
hitanerve. Judged by that standard, I 
can report that the anarchy movement 
has achieved great success here. 

On January 2nd, the guards shook 
down Alex Rasmussen’s cell. They 
confiscated numerous items including 
zines, letters and everything else con- 
taining the circle-A symbol. Accord- 
ing to the disciplinary report, “There 
also was a copy of an article on anar- 
chy.” OH MY GOD, NOT THAT! 
Alex was charged with the offense of 
“Possession of Contraband.” 

This prison treats anything re- 
latedto anarchy as “contraband.” Alex 
isnow confined in acell across the hall 
from me in this segregation unit. Just 
this morning he gave an envelope with 
some zines in it to a guard and asked 
the guard to give it to me (prisoners are 
permitted to pass newspapers and 


magazines in this fashion). The guard 
took alook into the envelope andran to 
the control booth. The zines have all 
been confiscated and Alex will prob- 
ably receive another disciplinary re- 
port. 

Dale Austin is another prisoner 
now being held in the seg. unit. His 
offense: writing the circle-A symbol 
in a letter mailed out of the prison. 
Dale has received numerous disciplin- 


ary reported for that most heinous of 


offenses. Prison officials consider the 
use of the circle-A symbol “gang-re- 
lated activity.” They also confiscate 
letters coming into the prison bearing 
the symbol. 

The anarchist movement clearly 
has the keepers at this prison running 
scared. Keep up the good work!

Ed. note: From our experience with 
mailing materials to prisoners, we 
have come to the realization that 
regulations and guidelines regarding 
incoming materials are adhered to 
non-uniformly within the same states 
and sometimes even the same pris- 
ons. This is unfair discrimination 
(and according to their own laws, 
proably illegal) against individual 
prisoners. Then again, some prisons 
like in the state of Minnesota don’t 
bother with laws, regulations and 
guidelines altogether and just return 
the material with no explainationand 
notice to the prisoner, sometimes with 
the address label removed altogether. 


offensive pseudo-psychological theo- 
ties about lesbians are being used to 
defame, convict, and ultimately to ex- 
ecute Aileen Wuomos. Hers is not an 
isolated case; she is yet another victim 
of a criminal (in)justice system that is 
killing dykes. In Florida, where Aileen 
was convicted, 80% of the wimmin on 
Death Row are lesbians. And accord- 
ing to a 1987 study by East Tennessee 
State University, lesbians consistently 
teceive longer sentences than hetero- 
sexual wimmin for similar crimes. Les- 
bianism is often used as a ”final deter- 
mining factor” in deciding guilt or 
innocence, and in setting sentences. 

Aileen Wuomos may be executed 
for self-defence, while rapists, molest- 
ers, and queer-bashers are free to be- 
come judges, jurors, and TV and news- 
paper reporters. Bash back and free 
Aileen! 

Help find a lawyer to appeal her 
convictions and a private investigator 
to find the real facts.

the wake of the intensive police state 
repression used to quell wide-spread re- 
bellion following the racist verdict in Los 
Angeles. The imposition of martial law 
and massive police sweeps in San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles and elsewhere were a 
chilling reminder of the State's ability to 
crush domestic rebellion. г 
_ Street protests in the past several 
years have become both more frequent 


and more militant throughout North 


America. In the Bay Area, mini-rebel- 
lions occurred because of the Gulf War, 
People's Park, a gay rights veto bill, and 
the recent Rodney King verdict. Sinc 


May, 1992 there have been a number of- 


flashpoints all over North American where 
people's rage has spilled over into a pow- 
erful force on the streets. 

The State and its agents of repression 
have certainly leamed from the experi- 
ence of the last few years, coupled with a 
long-term knowledge, since the 1960's of 
containing domesticinsurrection, the State 
has become quite effective in responding 
to any incipient uprising. The crackdown 
in May, 1992 is just a glimpse of the kind 
of police-state action to be expected asthe 
United States collapses internally and 
people begin to rise up against continued 
injustice. 

To organize against the insidious so- 
phistication ofthe State's repressive forces 
is adaunting and formidable task. Activ- 
ists in the 1990's need to seriously re- 
evaluate current forms and consider more 
appropriate stategies and tactics. It is 
from within this context that this concept 
of a Direct Action Manual emerges. 

There are contemporary examples of 
North American direct action handbooks 
from which we can glean information and 
useas models forthis current project. The 
anti-nuclear movement of the late 1970's 
and early 80's produced numerous hand- 
books for civil disobedience actions at 
nuclear power plants and nuclear weap- 
ons facilities. Similar handbooks were 
produced for mass actions at the Nevada 
Test Site and for environmental action 
campaigns, such as Redwood Summer in 
Califomia in 1990. 

These publications contain relevant 
material on subjects such as affinity 
groups, group dynamics, consensus deci- 
sion making, feminism and non-hierar- 
chical organizational structures. A com- 
mon thread, however, that runs through 
all these earlier direct action handbooks, 
and one that this project will make a 
departure from, is the rigid ideology of 
non-violence. This Direct Action Manual 
will not eschew militancy and seeks to

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THE ONLY WINNERS IN THE BALKANS: BANKS 
CORPORATIONS, AND COLONIAL POWERS 


The reason for which I [am writing] this 
letter is the war we're having in our. 
country at the moment, and the fact that 
most people outside (or even inside) it 
don’t really see the picture. As you've 
published articles about the oil warin the 
Middle East and similar shit I thought 
you might be interested. 

First: I want to stress the fact that] 
may be a Serbian, but I don’t support my 
government (or any of the opposition 
parties for that matter as they’re all after 
money and power; fuck ‘em!). This war 
is their fault and, you must understand 
that, even if the leading party is called 
“socialist” they have no fucking thing to 
do with real socialism, just as the previ- 
ous “communists” had nothing to do 
with comminism so we had a totalitarian 
society. 

To undersiand the real nature of the 
civil war in Yugoslavia you have to go 
back through time to the 1940's and the 
Second World War. It was the same 
thing then, a lot of groups fighting for 
power using nationalism/religion. Dur- 
ing the war Croatia was a quasi-Nazi 
state and they had their troops (Ustase, 
Domobrani...) for fighting communists 
and Serbs. There have also been some 
concentration camps (death camps in 
fact) run by Nazi Croations like Jasenovac 
in which 700,000 were killed, mostly 
Serbs, but also Jews and Gypsies. On the 
other side, the camps in Serbia were run 
by the Germans and were filled with 
Serbs again! After the war, Yugoslavia 
was built to be a federation of six repub- 
lics in which the Serbs (the most popu- 
lous nation within Yugoslavia) were di- 
vided to live in three Republics: Serbia, 
Croatia and Bosnia and Herzegovina. 
There Serbs outside Serbia where there 
for centuries; they used to fight Turkish 
conquerors (Ottoman Empire), so they 
were at their own land in Croatia and 
Bosnia. 

After Tito died, the leaders of some 
republics decided it’s time.to form inde- 
pendent countries in order to increase 
their own profit (and fuck up common 
people lives for good). As waris the best 
time for radical changes, Croatian lead- 
ers decided to start it. Anti-Serb propa- 
ganda had begun building up for years 
and as the country was ineconomic crisis 
it was easy to blameitone the Serbs (like 
they are occupying your living spaces 
and similar crap). It was the same in 
Slovenia, but there weren’tso many Serbs 
there, so the war there lasted only a few 
days and they got their independence 
(although they had to pay a price and 
now Austrian corporations now possess 
a large percentage of their land). 

The warin Croatia started in Kniska 
Krajina, which is a district where the 
Serbs outnumber the Croations a great 
deal and is now under Serbian control 
(the so-called “Republika Srpska 
Krajina”). The fact is that Croatian 
parimilitary troops attacked Serbian 
people in Kniska Krajina and they had to 
defend themselves or face extinction. 
Yugoslav government (ran by the Serbs 
as the the Slovenian and Croation politi- 
cians left it) decided to use the federal 
army to stop the conflicts, but as we all 
know they were considered aggressors 
and Croatia got it’s independence even 
with 30% of its territory under Serbian 
authorities. The important thing is to 
understand is that the Serbs now holding 
Croation territories are not Serbs from 
Serbia, but the Serbs that lived there 

before the war. 

In Bosnia, the situation is much 
more complex as there are three large 
nations in it: Croations, Serbs and 
Muslems. Bear in mind that there is not 
a Muslem nation anywhere in the world 
and that they are actually just Serbian 
and Croation people forced to accept 
Islam by Turkish invaders (Ottoman 
Empire Again). Before the war, about 
50% of the population were Muslems, 
30-40% Serbs and 10-20% Croation. The 
international media seems to neglect this 
fact as they refer to Bosnians and 
Muslems only, implying that Serbs are 
invaders from Serbia. 

Now, the Serbs are not innocent 
sheep of course. A lot of Serbs from 


Serbia volunteered for war (to protect 
their own people) thanks to our media 
which presented our people as innocent 
victims when it was clear they were not. 
Current Yugoslav and Serbain authori- 
ties want war to go on, even the embargo 
suits them fine as it is easy to blame 
others foreconomic catastrophein which 
we are. They won’t say it, in public of 
course, but they want “The Great Serbia” 
which would consist of present 
Yugolsavia and Serbian Territories in 
Croatia and Bosnia. This existed in the 
past, and a lot of people here think it 
should existagain. I don’t, but the prob- 
lemis that Serbs in Bosnia and Croation 
were attacked so they had to fight back. 

Germany wants to have a harbor in 
the Mediterranean Sea and the easiest 
way is to support Croatia and, in return, 
sign some nice contracts. Americans 
dare not insult the Arab countries (who, 
mind you, have the oil) so support 
Muslems in Bosnia. As a result, all 
international TV stations and newspa- 
pers present Serbs as fucking animals 
and they either give you lies or one-sided 
news. 

I hope by now you understand that 
what we have here is a civil war, not one 
country attacking another—but you 
won’t here that on satelite news. Then, 
you’ve got the “forcing off the territo- 
ries” problem. It is true that Serbs have 
forced a lot of people out of their homes, 
butithas happened the other way around 
too. Numerous Serbian villages have 
beenliterally bumed to the ground, people 
from them forced forced off or mur- 
dered: The latest foundis a little village 
near Zvornik in Bosnia, where 250 
Serbs—children, women, old people 
were tortured and slaughtered and the 
rest of the population was taken prison- 
ers, to be exchanged for captured 
Croation/Moslem soldiers, It happens 
all the time, on both sides, but the Serbs 
are the only ones blamed. What’s more 
toit, the Croations are destroying all the 
remaining evidence of genocide during 
World War Two, so in a few years time 
everyone will forget their Nazi-state and 
they'll be allowed another, what they're 
doing at the moment. No democracy or 
freedom exists in Croatia and their people 
suffer too. By the way, Croatian presi- 
dent, Franjo Tudjman, wrote a book a 
few years agoin which he claimed thatin 
Jasenovac Concentration Camp only(!) 
30,000 people were murdered, Serbs and 
Croatians together. Nothing but a lie. 
Simon Wiesenthal agrees. 

There’s also been alot of fuss about 


Serbian concentration camps. Yes, they 
existed (and probably still do) and they 
were pretty inhuman. But no one has 
said the other sides have them too and 
that’s a fact! Men are held to be used for” 
work (and are tortured also) and women 
are forced into whorehouses for the 
troops. For several months now there 
have been rape accusations against the 
Serbs saying that it’s been planned and 
and it's part of the genocide and some 
even give the number of 70,000 women 
taped by Serbs! Idon’tdeny that soldiers 
rape but I doubt it’s a scheme, at least 
there's no real proof of this. An Italian 
TV station had the statement of a Serbian 
soldier captured by Muslems. He said "I 
was drafted six months ago. I had to 
obey, those were the orders.” But the 
translation to Italian was “I raped six 
women. I had to obey, those were the 
orders.” Then a German TV speaker 





claimed that Serbs were raping Moslem 
women in Zenica (a town in Bosnia) 
even though since the war began Zenica 
has been held by the Croatians! On the 
otherhand, Yugoslav mediaclaimed that 
40,000 Serbs in Zenica are being held 
captive and systematically tortured by 
Croatians. A lié again. A women friend 
of mine is from Zenica and her parents 
are still there; they’re notimprisoned but 
they have to pledge allegienceto Croatian 
authorities, dare not walk the streets in 
the afternoon (if they got killed, nobody 
would get excited) and leaving home at 
nightis prohibited. The Croatian “mili- 
tia” are breaking into apartments and 
taking the furniture and soon, That’s the 
teal fucking picture. 

And again on the rape accusations, 
alarge number of Serb women have been 
held captive by Muslem troops (at least 
several hundred for which proof exists) 
and are systematically raped 6-10 times 
a day for 4-5 months. After that, they 
have been released and most of them are 
in Yugoslavia now. They have been 
made pregnant on purpose only after 
abortion is no longer legally possible. 
The plan (the “plan”, oh how can the 
human mind think of such a thing?) is to 
have Muslemchildren in Serbia. A lotof 
these women have illegal abortions, 
undoubtably leaving them with physicial 
and emotional scars. I have heard one 
women saying, “I’ll have the baby then I 
will choke it. I can’t think of itin terms 
of care and maternity.” 

So I hope that now you understand 
what I have learned the hard way; that 
there are no heros in war, just victims and 
monsters and people who suck money 
fromit I don’t know when this hell will 
come to end but I’m sure of one thing; no 
violence will solve the problem. The 
governments (Yugoslav, Croatian, 
Bosnian and Serbian teritoriesin Croatia 
and Bosnia) are only here for their own 
profit. Once every one of us here under- 
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war will stop. Meanwhile the corpora- 
tions will keep on eating living flesh 
from weak countries’ bodies. The new 
world order is nothing but colonialism. 

That isit, I hope it wasn’t boring and 
one-sided. I really hate ignorance, reli- 
gion, nationalism and sexism just as you do 
so you should at least believe me. If you do 
decided to reply, here’s my home address, 
Ill be very glad to hear from you.

Unfortu- 
nately, itdoesn’tlook like he will use this 
power, although in 1987 he sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to Freedom and Peace 
Movement hunger strikers: “I am con- 
vinced that in every civilized country, 
people whose consciences cannotaccept 
mandatory military conscription, should 
have the option of serving in an impor- 
tant social sector.” 

Today, it is obvious that he has

The elections of March 22nd brought 
a new face for the govemment of France. 
With the politicians from the right making 
the biggest gains, changes took places de- 
spite having the same president. For work- 
ing-class and minority people this had a 
major effect with the retum of the hated 


Pasqua to the Home Office. Forthe French” 


people this brings back memories of some 
years ago, when he was last al this job. 
During the student strikes he order cops on 
motorcycles with truncheons to attack the 
demos. They attacked everyone at the 
students demos, even people who were not 
taking part (at this time, a lot of people 
believed it was a remake of May ’68) and 
young person of Middle Eastem decent was 
killed. Pasqua became known for his say- 
ing “We should terrorize the terrorists” and 
he gave more power to the police and 
intitiated more ID controls. At the same 
time, with more ID checks, many people of 


Middle Easter decent were “sent back” to 
their countries. 

With Pasqua back in the Home Of- 
fice, the cops have again begun to crack 
down, feeling that even if they make mis- 
takes, they will be protected. Within one 
week, four young people were killed or 
badly injured by the cops (one was killed in 
a cop station in Paris, one in Waterloo (near 
Lille),...). It was too much. In front to the 
police station in Paris on Wednesday, April 
Tth, there wasa gathering in orderto protest 
against this murder. Some people threw 
stones, bottles and eggs al the cops but they 
did not move. The demo made it’s way 
towards the town hall and again people 
threw stuff al the cops, but this time the 


reacted with tear gas, truncheon attacks and - 


made a few arrests. The riot lasted until 
Saturday. Another demonstration on Sat- 
urday, April 10th was not allowed but some 
people showed up, so again, another riot. In 





GERMAN ACTIVIST AND ANTI- 
FASCIST KILLED BY LETTER BOMB 


On Friay, January 22nd, Kerstin Win- 
ter was killed by a parcel bomb in Frieburg. 
Around 4:15 PM Kerstin found a package 
in front of her apartment, took it inside and 
was killed instantly when she opened it. 
According to information from Freiburg, 
the package contained a splinter bomb 
wrapped in newspapers. The revival at- 
tempts by a doctor were unsuccessful, be- 
cause of numerous metal splinters in 
Kerstin’s head, legs and lungs. Several 
windows in the apartment were destroyed 
by the detonation of the bomb, a second 
person who was present in the apartment 
was luckily not injured. 

The 24 year-old Kerstin was politi- 
cally active in Freiburg. She was the first 
chairperson of the "Support Association 
for Subculture,” which is active in support 
for an autonomist leftist youth center in 
Freiburg. Kerstin was also active in anti- 
fascist groups. And for some people it 
might be important to know she was a

But Kerstin's 
political work and the ways and means of 
the murder indicate that it was an attack by 
fascists. The police are investigating "in all 
directions" according to their own state- 
ments. 

On Friday evening, a spontaneous 
demonstration took place in the inner city 
of Freiburg, in which 6-700 people partici- 
pated and expressed their sorrow and an- 
ger. Afterwards the demonstration marched 
to the house in which Kerstin had been 
killed. The police acted in a restained 
manner. A solidarity demonstration took 
place in Heidelburg. 

On Monday, January 25th, a state- 
wide demonstration took place in Freiburg 
with over 8000 participants.

ANTI-MILITARIST HUNGER-STRIKER RELEASED IN GREECE 


After 51 days on hungerstrike, Nikos. 
Maziotis, was released from the hands of 
the military after claiming him unfit for 
military discipline. The following state- 
ment was made nine days before his re- 
lease. 

“Covering day number 42 of my hun- 
ger strike, I have decided to pursue my 
freedom reaching all ends and boundaries 
of my physical and mental tolerance. Let 
those who will take responsibility for my 
freedom or death, or rather murder, be 
aware that I will not comply. I am a 
prisoner of war. lama prisoner ofthe social 
class war which is diffuse, and slowly kin- 
dling in society, within class divisions and 
the exploitation inflicted upon society from 
the state, capital, bureaucracy, the armed 
forces, and all those that try to decide and 
dictate the lives of others. 

“While the battles continue on the 
face of nationalistic butchery in Bosnia, 
Molavia, Ambhazia, and Nonkorno 
Karambah, and while the Macadonian is- 
sue is projected not because it exists in 
reality but because it was artificially cre- 
ated to squander all social rebellion in the 
way of nationalistic capitalism, with the 
pretext of national danger. 

“I am one of those who refuses to 
accept the ideology and lies of the state, the 
chauvanistic poison, patriotism, and rac- 
ism. I am one of those who stands against 
the nationalistic wave which leads the races 
to subjugation and I am one who struggles

Dear Profane Existence and Readers, 


Last summer, a letter | wrote in re- 


sponse to two articles conceming sexism and 
homophobia was printed in P.E. Since the time it 
was printed | have received letters concerning the 
opinions brought up in the correspondence. One 
was from a man whois in prison. When first read 
the man's letter | was shocked. Ididn'trealize how 
many misconceptions and prejudices | had toward 
people who are in prison. Now that I've been in 
touch with this man for a little bit over a month, 
however, | am increasingly impressed by his let- 
ters. He has done more to destroy my many 
misconceptions and prejudices in 5 weeks than | 
ever thought possible. Because our society cre- 
ates so many false stereotypes about people who 
are in prison, and because many of us will never 
have the chance | have been given to break 
through their own stereotypes about prisoners, | 
thought it might be interesting to share some 
excerpts from his letters with anybody who wants 
to read them. 

Excerpts from the letters: 

“...| have beenin prison since 1981, and 
even though | don’t have alife, | am doing all! can 
to turn this around. It's a hell of a feeling knowing 
that you have no one in your life. No one to write 
Or rap to, no one to care or show any type of 
concern about you what so ever. And most of all, 
no one to offer moral support. | know we are living 
in a time where itis very hard to trust people. Iam 
surrounded by so many negative things and people, 
| really need a positive force in my life...” 

“This place where | am is a trip. | am 
keptlockedin a room 23 and ahalf hours aday, we 
are keptisolated. No TV, noradio, nonothing. We 
are not even allowed to share books, magazines, 
newspapers, etc. And the only way we can get 
them, they must be sent directly from either a 
bookstore or publisher...” 

“...l recognize a person for being his ог 
her own self. | am against all forms of racism, 
sexism, and oppression. | have raised my con- 
sciousness and:| am down for the struggle. But 
politically, | won't paint myself into a corner by 
saying | am this or that. | am flexible and willing to 
work with anyone who is 
aboutbringing aboutchange 
for the better. | do not think 
that it is an issue of color, | 
think it's an issue of morals 
and principles. We mustre- 
educate our youth and put 
them in tune to who the real 
enemy is: Capitalism and 
this whole system. It's so 
fucked up | could go on and 
on... Through the years I've 
been argued to the ground 
over my views. Mostpeople 
it prison who are politically 
«conscious are so bitter over 
their situation, thatthey have 
losttouch with reality. When 
they getfinished ranting and 
raving the bottom line is always color. And they 
want to replace Capitalism with Black Capitalism 
and Black world domination. That's bullshit, you 
can't fight racism with racism and you cant fight 
oppression with oppression. My position is that if 
all the oppressed struggle and rise together, then 
it's only right thatwe sit down at the same table and 
come up with a solution together...” 

Like | said before, | was shocked when 
| received the first letter. | wondered if | would be 
putting myself in any danger. These irrational 


women to do what they want. I said so ten years 
ago, although | also observed, as Tov does not, 
that women, suchas leftists and/or lesbians, can 
mouth feminism phrases for the same self-serv- 
ing reasons. 

Even those men, if there are any, who aren't just 
feminists for immediate personal gain are femi- 
nists, Tov suggests, the way they are everything 
else-ists’s: in descending order of self-interest. 
Anti-racismis easiest since itauthorizes fighting 
with skinheads, etc. with finally ageism (they 
being young) and ableism (they being able enough 
to fight with skinheads) bringing up the rear 
somewhere behind anti-sexism even if they are 
sincere about all of this. 

Preliminary, why shouldn't people start with their 
ownoppression.

fears, | realized later, are due in a large way to all 
the horror flicks and the TV protrayals of prisoners 
which I’ve been exposed to.

How can you 
tell if a person's intentions are true? | was told by 
all the societal forces which | grew up with that 
people in prison are bad, and that they will remain 
forever bad. On the other hand, | was taught that 
a human being is, no matter what they do, a 
human being, and that being human means need- 
ing love and care and company.

This man has never threatened me, 
never lied to me, never done anything but share 
himself with me, and I've been unconsciously 
taught to reject him anyway.

They are encap- 
suledin subcultures (usually punk) which pro- 
vide social (and sexual) fields for some of 
those alienated from the usual fare, but they 
fail to reach out to the general population to 
just the extent they succeed in pulling their 
wagons into a circle to protect their own. 
Group dynamics in such scenes (or, as they 
sometimes turn into, cults) are intense intro- 
spective and in time pathological for the mi- 
nority which they haven't driven away. 
Maybe Tov should drop the quotation marks, 
stop worrying so much about “anarchists” vs. 
anarchists, “anti-sexism” vs. anti-sexism, and 
instead of complaining why some ism’s are 
more equal than others, blow off ism’s all 
together, including feminism. And get out of 
whatever ghetto soured her on her “anarchist” 
fellows. Just as Christians are the best argu- 
mentagainst Christianity, itis all too often true 
that anarchists are the best argument against 
anarchism. 
But long after anarchism has withered away, 
the dream of ANARCHY will live on. -Bob

Unluckily, | dont remember the US- 
American minister's name anymore who proudly 
Stated in an interview with an Austrian newspaper 
that about 80% of information is US controlled or 
US infiuenced. The area of alternative music does 
not seem to be an exeption. 

Probably many of you aren’t aware 
thatit is much easier to book a tour for an American 
bandin Europe than itis fora Europrean band. The 
tour dates in the big fanzines fill several Pages; at 
least five or six bands touring from overseas are 

touring at the same time in direct competition for concertgoers against each 
other. 

As far as | can see, there are several reasons for this phenonenon. 
One of the most important reasons is - in my view - a kind of trained reception 
pattern for what comes from the USA. After the second World War, when US 
troops began to be present in Europe permenantly, each generation of the 
populations especially in Germany and Austria adopted some “goods” of 
American culture- from Coca Cola to Chewing gum to jazz. A few years later, 
with the spread of TV in wide partds of the population, US-American movies 
extended the influence of European culture. Even today, all over Europe, you 
can see more American than European movies (in the cinema as well as in TV). 
Itseems that the young culturally behave in that pattern until now: Punkrockers 
which are personally are very much into the protest against imperialism fill the 
venues, when Agnostic Front, Murphy's Law, or Fugazi come over. And there 
is hardly anyone making adifference between the bands like Fugazi and bands 
like Agnostic Front (who playedin Viennalast week in Ernst-Kirchweger-Haus, 
whichis a left-radical squat...): the main thing seems tobe the bands come from 
the USA. 

At the Articles of Faith gig in Vienna we (people from Flex's Digest) did an 
interview with Vic Bondi, who expressed his astonishment about the loads of 
American bands playing in Europe, stressing that most of them are quite or 
completely unknown in thier home country. 

When|was on tour with Seven Sioux from Austria and So Much Hate 
from Norway | experienced how hard it was for So Much Hate, which are one 
of Europe's best bands by the way, to get enough gigs fora tour...many venues 
use to book American bands, which they even don’t know instead of booking 
European bands, because American bands “drag” more people (=more 
Money). The promoter of the So Much Hate tour, who is doing alot of tours, 
even had to blackmail some organizers, saying “if you don't take So Much Hate 
and Seven Sioux now, you won't get Fugazi next time..." Believe it or not, but 
that's how American bands overflow Europe. 

| don't want to be suspected of being against US-American music: 
no, there are alot of outstanding bands which come from the US that gave me 
and other people very much. What | was talking about is Clearly a “mistake” of 
people in Europe, who do not care enough about the loads of bands from their 
home countries, which are at least equally as good as American bands. But 
there are some more reasons for that form of cultural imperialism: European 
venues are open for all ages, food and drinks for the bands in almost all venues 
is a matter of course, the support bands are payed well, there are lots of 
possibilities to play, especially in Germany, butas well in Spain and in Eastem 
Europe...formany American bands, a European touris the bestthingwhichcan 
happen. Articles of Faith (which for me are one of the best bands ever having 
played) reunited only for a 3 week tour in Europe after 10 years of silence. 

| think that principally there is nothing wrong with American bands 
playing in Europe - as alrealy said alot of interesting and fantastic bands come 
from the USA. But what is wrong is the whole thing is A ONE WAY 
COMMUNICATION! There is hardly any 
bands ever having toured the US that | egazi 
mainstream metal core now. So Much Hate wanted to tour as well, but their 
singer Gunnar was arrested when trying to enter the USA via Canada without 
a Visa...so obviously, there is something wrong with our alternative culture, in 
which no power should be excercised and in which there should be exchange 
and equality. You know what | mean? 

In order to change the present situation, in my opinion, two things 
should be done: people in Euyrope should go on with projects like the “Boiler” 
series in Vienna, where Austrian bands were presented and (when there were 
bands from abroad) preferred to foreign bands. The consequence of the Boiler- 
Series was that Austrian bands had a habitual audience of 200 people. The 
focused action and interest led to bigger audiences for Austrian bands since 
then. 

X The second point: REPAIR THE AMERICAN SCENE! I have notyet 
beenin the USA, butas | know from freinds and fanzines, bands do notgetgood 
food and drinks, very little money, the support bands do not get anything at all, 
usually...under these circumstances, itis no miracle that bands prefer to go to 
Europe...and destroy the union of artists, which lobbied for the law that forbids 
singers, bands etc to enter the USA to play there! This is cultural protectionism 
and isolationism! So maybe, someday, you can see all the bands live, which 
you only know by scene reports, reviews, and records by now.

My dad was in and 
out of jail and worked construction, he never paid much if any child support, I never really saw him much 
until | was 18 or so. | dropped out of high school at 16 and was kicked oitt of the house by my mom's 
boyfriend. | got a GED went to college and paid for it myself with some financial aid. Yes | have a college 
education but | don’t have the access to money and connections like most middle class kids. If | do 
someday get my Ph.D and become “professor of anarchy” it will be because of my own hard work. As 
for my current middle class employment | work construction; mostly roofing, drive a truck older than | 
am and live in a condemned building. Real middle class. Larry also tries to make it sound as if I'm the 
self appointed leader of the anarchist movement bent on deceiving the youth into doing jail time for my 
ideas. | do work for the anarchist movementand| write for PE I guess you could say I'ma political activist. 
But l'm not aspiring to be the leader of anything, just an activist for change with a bad attitude and a lot 
to say.

So 
don't make me out as some self-styled leader of the masses. Now that's over andi can get on to my 
main topic. | promise no more slag-a-thons in these pages, leave that to MRR columnists. 


So what if! was a pampered middle class kid anyway? So fucking what. Class in America is pretty 
difficult to define anyway. Most working class families aspire to a middle class esthetic and consider 
themselves middle class. A lot of cultural theory pinheads like Dick Hebdige and Stuart Hall have 
attempted to classify punk as a working class subcultural form of expression. However, their work 
focuses only on English punk circa '76-'79. Punk in America has always been different. Even in the late 
‘70s there were many “art student punks” who were middle class intellectuals. When hardcore took over 
in the early 80’s punk became and in most places remains a largely white, suburban, middle class 
Movement. Our forms of expression and protest are tempered by our backgrounds. The politicized 
elements of the punk scene has formed a counterculture of protest and self-expression rather than a 
subculture of posing and conspicuous self-destructions (which of course still goes on). Punk is an 
uprising by the most alienated, disenfranchised element of late 20th century capitalism-the youth. As 
the so called blank generation or generation x or whatever punks have rejected the vision laid out by 
our parents in favor of urban poverty, libertine politics and lifestyles and a confrontational esthetic. Most 
of us couldn't function in middle class society to begin with and have been rebels, misfits, and outcasts 
from long before we were punks. | really could care less where a person comes from or their class | 
background if they are doing something worthw! 
from working class and middle class families b 
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е mably one savers one's links with their class when they become punks and declare 
their opposition to society and conformity. Some might take issue with this, | don't think I've ever seen 
much discussion of class in the punk movement, maybe we ought to examine itin these pages. 

Now onto one of my favorite topics, records. Yes I’m a collector nerd and if you don't like it fuck 
you I'm punk. Its my hobby and I'm very dedicated to it because | want to have as complete a record 
library as possible because someday most punk/HC records will just not be available on vinyl at any 
Price. Before it was records | collected comic books and before that Star Wars stuff. All of you out there 
who cut down record collectors can go listen to Duran Duran or AM radio for all | care. If you доп! Ке 
record collecting don't do it. There are bigger problems in the scene and the world to whine about. 


Now a word or two on compact discs. I'm on my second CD player in three years (my last record 
player lasted over 10 years). | admit CD's have longer playing time, are convenient, and some stuffis 
available on CD thatis not on vinyl but | really don’t trust CDs. Records have been around since the 20's 
and the technology to play them will probably be around as long as we are. CD's may go the way of 8- | 
track and quad in a few short years. I've heard properly cared for records that sound fine which areclose 
to 50 years old. CD's wear out faster than most people think and are not indestructible like the industry 
says. CD players don't seem to last as long and are a lot more complex and expensive to repair. With 
records you are dealing with a known entity, vinyl can scratch or warp, Clean your records and store 
them properly and they will last forever. CD's may all lose their sound quality ten or twenty years from 
now and we have no way of knowing. Tumtables are simple, a motor, abelt, a needle and some wires. 
There are tons around for cheap and if you're really paranoid buy up several and a cache of needles. 
Ever try to fix aaCD player? Fuck that shit. | used a rubber bandas a belt on my old turntable for two years, 
tty doing that with the laser on your CD player. Most cities have a store like Needle Doctor which 
specializes in turntable sales and repair. Turntables will still be made for years for DJ's and hobbyists, 
Yardsales, pawn shops, and dumpsters are overflowing with used decent quality turntables. I've scored 
three out of dumpsters so far. So why buy anew CD player and give money to Sony knowing its going 
to breakin a few years anyway. Andlastly from an esthetic standpoint CDs have no soul. They are bland, 
ridiculously overpriced, hold almostno room for graphics andinfo, and those dumb plastic boxes always 
break. | sold all but a few of my favorite CDs and encountered yet another problem. Low resale value. 
| bought mostofmy CDs used for about8 bucks and stole abunch more yet lonly got 1 to 4 bucks apiece 
for them when | sold them and | shopped around a lot. Several clerks told me that my CDs were too 
scratched up.

The other day when | was thinking about what to 
write for this column, | was in a bookstore looking at the 
about a thousand different books written about children 
by adults and thinking about how | was about to add to 
all that. All (or most) of these books claim to know just 
how kids are and how and what they think and want. 
Conveniently enough, it's usually what makes things 
easier for adults. Some books claim some pretty 
ridiculous stuff, like this book my mom has called “Your 
One-Year Old”. It says that one-year olds love it when 
you set limits and control their actions because they 
can't control themselves yet. This seems like pretty 
blatant propaganda and bullshit as well. I'm pretty sure 
that|sadora, my daughter, doesn'tlikeitat all when! set 
limits (like not let her climb in the stove). | can tell 
because of the way she screams and freaks out. 
People like the womyn who wrote that book must 
completely ignore the signals kids are sending them, 
and | bet people think she's an expert too! Anyway, 
everything | write isn't some big truth about kids, it’s just 
the way | interpret my experiences with Is. | try to do it 
ў while remembering how | felt about things when | was 

+. v younger, and how | think now, because it's not like 
we're totally alien beings just because there's 17 years between our ages. 

Isais 18 months old now and she is changing alotin what she can do and understand. She 
is getting more independent, but at the same time she doesn't understand about some things like 
electricity and getting squished by cars in the street. She wants to be in control of her own life more 
but | still need to stop her from doing things pretty often so she doesn't get hurt or destroy other 
people's stuff, and she stillwants me to be rightthere when she's in unfamiliar terriotory or if she needs 
something. She gets frustrated with my interference a lot and sometimes she pulls my hair or hits 
when she is really mad. Sometimes she does stuff just to bug me (I think) like lick her shoes (which 
she only does when she knows I'm looking and not just whenever she can get away with it like with 
things she really wants todo that! won't ether). My mom says that she’s “testing authority” (strangely 
enough she sometimes says that’s what I'm doing too). This is a generic adult excuse to get more 
authoritarian just “to show them who's boss”. In my opinion, kids doing things to defy authority shows 
even more how important it is to respect their choices and to not make more rules then necessary. 

It can be hard when a kid is growing up as fast as Isa is to remember to respect their will 
and space. Even though | try to treat Isadora with as much equality as possible, sometimes it's really 
easy to space the fact that she is areal persyn. The other day | found myself trying to grab this thing 
that wasn't hers out of her hand and she was freaking out, and then | realized that | was being a 
complete jerk, so | put out my hand and asked her for it and she gave it to me. Why didn’t! ask her 
and give her a chance first? Partially because not too long ago she wouldn't have understood, but 
need to keep remembering to show her respect and not treat her like she's nothing. | also try now 
to compromise what | want with what she wants as much as possible, like if we're ata friend's house 
and | want to get going but sheis having fun and wants to stay, to compromise like | would if she were 
anyone else and stay for awhile. That's something that | and most people don’t do because kids are 
little and you can physically drag them where you want to go, even if they are kicking and screaming. 

Thereis one thing that people do that | want to say really annoys me, and probably Isa too, 
and that is when people see Is and right away ask “Who does she BELONG to?”. Usually this is the 
first thing a grown-up will say when they see Is, whether she is just hanging out with a group of people 
or if she just goes up to them to say “hi”.

Politics fucking piss me off! It seems as if every person involved with the counterculture has 
some cure-all philosophy about our doomed world or worse, a book or record фа! Ваз “а” the 
answers, the correct dogma per se. Isn't that the point of resistance...to destroy the ideologies and 
social politics that separate us, make us hate each other and make us hate ourselves? | don't 
understand why so-called free thinkers should fall into the trap of becoming “believers”, no matter 
how righteous the cause. We should be usurping politics, not creating new manifestations of the 
same shit. No, I'm not some irate nihilist who doesn't give a fuck, or a C.I.A. conspirator out to crush 
the movement from within, | think we most definitely should make our day to day anti-political 
statements. We should alter our diets and consume only cruelty free substances; boycott multi- 
nationals; confront sexism and racism at work, athome, and among friends; protest sexual and 
gender discrimination; smash fascism in any way possible; recycle goods and supportenvironmen- 
tal legislation; demonstrate against genocidal U.S. foreign and domestic policies;. The list goes on 
and on.

Individuals must 
take personal responsibility for their actions. Unfortunatly | am one of those 
people who leamed to late that | could not hope to solve external social 
problems until | dealt with my internal issues. Personal revolution must come 
before any other kind. 

Г ат а man who considers himself an advocate of women’s 
liberation- pro-femenist, pro-choice, and strongly anti-sexist. | spend alot of 
my time fighting male supremacist fascists like Operation ResKKKue. Yet, 
when the time came to really support a woman's choice, on the most personal 
level- in bed- I was unable to do so. | was unable to take responsibility for my 
actions, and contrary to the wishes of my partner, | would not wear a comdom. 

A relatively simple responsibility, wearing a condom seemed to be 
areal problem for me. Relatively simple, yet infinitely important, wearing a 
condom proved to be too much fo me to handle. Rather than taking the 
initiative and acting like an adult, | reverted to the childish behavior of a little 
boy waiting for his mommy to clean up after him. | heaped my responsibility 
on my female partner. | did not give her a real choice. 

What | did not realize was this: just because a woman wished to 
have intercourse with me, | was not somehow relinquished of responsibility. 
By agreeing to put my penis inside of her, | was accepting a greater 
responsibility. 

“Wear acondom.” How many times have | heard this? I'm certianly 
notignorantto the biological facts of life. Nor am] ignorantto the threat of HIV 
infection. As a political activist, | am all too familiar with unwanted pregnancy, 
the tragedies of AIDS, and the bigotry and discrimination that goes with either 
one. Yet my personal desires and selfish denial took over in the heat of the 
moment. | risked my partners life and future for my own pleasure. | became 
everything that | thought | wasn't. 

Because of my recklessness, selfishness, and lack of concern for 
a woman's needs, she became pregnant. She had to deal with the 
consequences of my actions. She was the one that had to clean up the mess 
that this little boy made. Why? For what reason did this happen? How did thid 
woman come to be faced with an unwanted pregnancy? | didnot want to wear 
acondom. | did notlike the way itfelt: It was too much trouble. | took chances 
before and nothing bad ever happened. For whatever reason, | did not think 
it was important enough. 

| cannot think of anything more important than taking responsibility 
for myself. It is just as important as fighting against the “external” forces that 
threaten women in our society. A woman should nothave to argue with aman 
to gethim to wear acondom. She should noteven havetoask. Ifa man cannot 
wear a condom, he should not take his penis out of his pants. 
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Yay, rah rah! Yay, rah rah! Fight, Fight, Fight! 
Icantbe a cheerleader for a male dominated culture. For such long 
time | had put up with being a bystander to the predominately male dominated 
scene of punk rock. Spending all my time, energy, and emotion watching their 
bands play, listen to them talk about what opression is all about, being their 
latest girlfriend, reading their fanzines covering this male oriented culture, and 
holding their jackets while they slamdanced. (Because sometimes if and 
when | decided to join the cameraderie of the pit | get my tits squeezed, my 
crotch grabbed, spit on, or needlesly protected.) These are some of the 
negative aspects of punk that | spent some of my time growing up in, and | 
percieve myself to be an average woman with these experiences, but | may 
be wrong. All this shitis male domination of a subculture, which in that is an 
obvious mirror of a mainstream culture. | could go on and on but | think we 
know the score people, | dont want it to be girls against boys or boys against 
girls, but I'm sick and I'm tired of being a spectator cheering in the stands. 

Something | never saw until a few years ago was really outspoken 
women being active in punk. | commend the examples they set, and these 

women light a fire under my ass. | also commend the women that were 
Participating before | ever got into it, but they werent part of my experience, all 
knew about was Nancy Spungen. | spent the bulk of my time in punk with no 
women to listen to, with one or two exeptions. Either no one at the time cared 
about them, or no one pointed them out to me because they were seen as 
insignificant. Because | am gravitated towards punk rock (both loving it and 
hating it and probably not surviving in the same semblance of happiness 
without it) | wan to make it mine too. 

Women thatare active in the scene are highly criticized nowadays. 
Butit doesnt seem to be the kind of criticism that is really constructive. Many 
bands that are mostly women or all women and talk about their experiences 
as such and challenge sexism are called too “PC”. This silences women and 
makes whatever they say seem invalid in people's eyes and they are not 
listened to and just called stupid or crazy. People say predominately female 
bands get by on their looks, gender, and the whole bandwagon thing. This 
totally discounts the fact that so many individuals like bands for their words, 
music, or ideas- even all these things at once being totally inspiring. And 
anyways, just how fucking long have male bands been getting by on their looks 
and sex appeal too?! Even if part of the popularity of a good number of the 
female bands is somewhat based on their gender being trendy in music now, 
| dont care why. | just think it is about time. 

Another trend out there is to make fun of and criticize groups of 
young women meeting without men in the punk and/or political community. Be 
itwomen's conventions, Riot Grrl, or just having seperate spaces in marches 
orrallies. I think l've seen just aboutevery dis there is and seen them in every 
high profile underground publication and a host of the smaller fanzines too. 
Women are not trying to take away punk from men, it was never ours and it 
doesnt belong to solely to men either. I'm not trying to take power away from 
men, | am trying to rise into my own. Instead of complaining about the various 
means women have of being active in punk culture, men should ask them- 
selves what they find so threatening about this. Whatis it that causes women 
to need their own movement, social spaces, and music at times? What is it 
that causes some women to slowly drop out of mixed gender things and create 
thier own stuff? Many men out there need to start to look at these things 
themselves, because | am tired of my feelings not being taken seriously when 
| tell them why. We must lear from each other, not fight each other.

_ NENW-NYC has its roots going back 
to 1980 with the formation of Poland's 
Solidarity free trade union. Individual an- 
archists and members of the Workers 
Solidarity Alliance along with the (now 
defunct) Revolutionary Socialist League 
hooked up while doing Solidarity sup- 
port. In 1983, with Soviet exiles, this 
crew and others formed the New York 
Trust Group, a sister group to the Mos- 
cow Trust Group, a semi-above ground 
and much persecuted anti-nuclear orga- 
nization. (Some in the group were also 
members of the New York-Anti-Nuclear 
Group and the Brooklyn Anti-Nuclear 
Group. These 2 groups helped pioneer 
putting the struggles of the subjugated in 
the Russian empire on the anti-nuclear 
agenda.) New York Trust Group work 
culminated on Aug. 3rd, ‘86; Aftermonths 
of secretive preparation, members of the 
New York Trust Group and Brits from 
U.K. Trustbuilders were accompanied 
by the Moscow Trust Group in a post- 

_ Chernobyl (and. symbolically timed for 

“те Aug. 6 anniversary of the Hiroshima 
bombing) anti-nuclear leatfletting atthe entrance 
to Moscow's Gorky Park. The team was, as 
expected, busted in 5 minutes and detained by 
the KGB. The action garnered page 2&3 cover- 
age in major dailies worldwide. One week later 
2 people from the U.K. Greenham Common 
Womens’ Peace Encampment repeated the 
action at the Moscow Zoo, without getting de- 
tained. Glasnost was beginning to flower (un- 
known to many is that it began with Chemoby!) 
and savage repression against the Trust Group 
had abated. Sergei Batovrin, its rep abroad in 
New York, concluded that the special support 
work could then be put to rest. (One reason for 
the “Mission to Moscow” was to solidify the 
umbrella of protection Westem anti-nukers had 
provided the Trust Group against complete 
annihilation at the hands of the KGB.) 

Months later, many of those involved above 
plus others formed NENW-NYC to continue the 
work but with a greatly expanded agenda: mu- 
tual solidarity with all the people in the East. 
That is, not only did we picket for imprisoned 
draft resisters in Poland, but Poles were asked, 
if they could, to support struggles here. And 
yes, they did, for instance with petitioning in 
favor of NYC bike messengers fighting (and 
winning) against an attempted ban of bikes ina 
grid of midtown Manhattan. In the Fall of '87 we 
published our first issue of OGB (6 to date). It 
was an immediate hit - nothing like it was being 
published anywhere. 

The rest is a lengthy and notable history - 
we've scored and helped score one success 
after another (in freeing prisoners etc.). Our 
unique work pioneered a certain worldwide 
networking that continues to this day, and is

We're thriving and gaining members. This 
might seem odd to some who think such work is 
пом раѕѕ'е. But current events in Russia with 
Communists again in the open ought to wake 
people up. We've never wavered in our belief in 
the continuing validity of our organizing. Unlike 
other East/West projects, we've seen no rea- 
son to stop or even shift gears to any great 
extent. We're hardly about to abandon our 
Eastem friends - they'd never consider doing 
the same to us. 











Confusion over the East remains, though, 
and so below are some notes justifying our 
stance of keeping-on, keeping-on RE: “Com- 
munismis nomore/The Eastis no/more/There's 
no more East vs. West”: 

The Soviet empire is dead. Long live the 
Russian empire.” —graffitiin Dushanbe, capi- 
tol of Tajikistan (an ex-USSR colony) 

— The East exists geographically in part, with 
a shared history and shared present, no matter 
thatthe mode of production is supposedly switch- 
ing (often with seeming impossible difficulty 
e.g. Rumania, one of the East states most 
closely resembling classic Na- 
zism); All the East problems we 
worked on in the past stil/ con- 
tinue i.e., conscription, political 
prisoners, pollution, censorship, 
etc., and of course nothing has- 
changed here - as part of what 
we do is get Easterners to work 
on problems that we face here; 
The fact that some of the East is 
going the Wester route makes 
joint activism all the more rel- 
evant as we'll share the same 
enemies/problems. And now that 
communication has been greatly 
freed up that means it's time to 
really get organizing, and notto 
quit; Still, Communists remain 
entrenched in power positions 
everywhere in the “Ex” countries: 

But | think that behind each 
breakaway movement is a 
breakaway demagogue who will 
set up his breakaway dema- 
gogue government. In many breakaway coun- 
tries the governments now say, on paper, that 
you are free to be an entrepreneur. Well, that's 
great if you have the cash to invest. Butwho has 
the cash? The party bosses who were there 
before are the new entrepreneurs. Guys who 
got thrown out of office wound up buying restau- 
rants, hotels or factories. The drones who were 
wandering around the streets are still wander- 
ing...” 

So, many Communists are ovemight capital- 
ists and are often changing their stripes to 
“democrat” or nationalistor fascist. In Slovenia, 
the most Western of the 6 former Yugoslav 
republics, Communists holdall key government 
positions iniGroatia an ex-Communist general, 
Tudjman, is in power. Serbia has the Commu- 


- nist Milosevic at the reins. Communists are in 


power in all the 5 former Russian colonies of 
Central Asia. In Ukraine and Byelorussia the

Communist nomenclatura (the Communist ad- 
ministrative apparatus) are firmly in control. 
“Reformed” Communists were voted back into 
control of the Lithuanian parliament and the ex- 
general secretary of the Lithuanian Communist 
Party, Brazauskas, was voted in as president. 
(Lithuania was perhaps the most fiercely na- 
tionalistic and anti-Communist of all the lands 
on the Russian periphery.) And Russia?: 
Gorbachev, Yeltsin, the lot; all were loyal Party 
hacks, and the Russian parliament is full of 
unreconstructed Communists. At best, even 
where obviously the Communists put on a 
heavy democratic act with real liberaliza- 
tion, their authoritarian manner bleeds thru. 
And at worst, it's open repression, just as 
before. 





Some examples of “liberalization”: 

Uzbekistan: “Uzbekistan is like the old 
days,” |zmetullaev (an opposition leader of 
the Birlik party) said, “If you want to know 
what things were like in the Soviet repub- 
lics, you have come to the right place. We 
are not allowed to hold meetings in the 
open. Birlik cannot be anormal party. Two 
of our leaders were beaten by [president] 
Karimov's men and must be in exile in 
Moscow. Several others are political pris- 
oners.”

In Lithuania: "There is restrained free- 
dom of peaceful meetings (and) 
associations...Correspondence with for- 
eign countries is controlled and registered. 
Telephone conversations are listened to. 


democratic parties and movements, the 
agents of the KGB carried out their destruction,

In the Czech Republic: Anarchists and envi- 
ronmentalists are being busted under a severe 
riot law held over from the Communists. 
"Elsewhere": 

— We still have North Korea, Indochina, 
Cuba, Pol Pot, Shining Path, armed stalinist 
movements in Kurdistan, Guatemala, the Phil- 
ippines andelsewhere. Leninist parties prolifer- 
ate in the West and 3rd World. China any- 
one???

— There is open talk in Russia of what they 
call their “hard-right” or “national-Bolsheviks” 
coming to power. This crew is a mixture of 
Communists, monarchists, anti-semites, Rus- 
sian Orthodox Church members, czarists, mili- 
tary higher-ups, and Russian nationalists. It's 
called the Red(Communist)-Brown(fascist) alli-. 
ance. There is aliteral intermix of them working/ 
demonstrating together. At their demonstra- 
tions Soviet hammer and sickle flags fly next to 
portraits of Stalin and anti-Semitic placards. If 
they get into power the East will be the East 
again, and then some. The above are anti- 
American in the crude sense - and will have 
nukes. Itwon'tbe pretty. Russia is again selling 
arms to the Chinese and ties between themare 
increasing. A second cold war could make the 
first look tame. And you can bet the above 
wants the empire back. 

—*The' East is becoming the category war. 
War is raging throughout ex-Yugoslavia and 
the ex-USSR (Tajikistan, Georgia, Moldavia, 
Armenia, and Azerbaijan).

—Time stands relatively still 
in isolated and enclosed So- 
viet- type societies, The Com- 
munism of the Russian em- 
pire and China were/are sim- 
ply moder versions of centu- 
ties oldcentralizeddespotisms 
(albeit with the ideological fe- 
ver of a “communist” veneer). 
The pricking open of these 
political black holes have and 
will continue to unleash pro- 
found upsurges in many forms 
from mass strikes (huge ones 
in the last year in Poland and 
the ex-USSR hardly men- 
tioned in the US press), to Tiananmen Square 
massacres, to ethnic/civil wars, to possibly 
WW3. Over a quarter of humanity is emerging 
out of a time warp. Lookout... 

—Post WW2 is a world with no Nazi move- 
ments in power. Yet anti-Nazi/fascist groups 
andinitiatives proliferate. Vigilance alwaysmust 
be maintained vis-a-vis Nazism. Why should 
Communism be treated any differently? Is the 
East/Communism passe?? Askan Eastermer... 


Those are some of the reasons for our contin- 
ued relevance.

And now they have imprisoned draft 
resisters once again: Roman Galuszko, 1 1/2 
yrs.; Piotr Krzyzanowski, and Piotr Dawidziak, 
both 1 yr.

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In downtown Minneapolis, the old court- 
house and the new Hennepin County Govern- 
ment Center face each other across a wide open 
plaza with a gleaming fountain. On one side 
broods a foreboding castle of rough-hewn rock, 
complete with clock tower. The new building is a 
giant, clear glass erector-set with an atrium that 
reaches to the sky. The old building was built to 
command awe and obedience. The new one 
Invites the public to look inside the workings of 
justice, and to like what we see. Cynics say it 
looks like a toaster. 

The drama now unfolding inside the new 
building marks the spot where the Toaster and 
the Castle meet. 


{п the wee hours of September 25, 1992, 
someone walked into a local pizza joint, a known 
cop hangout, and shot a 30-year Minneapolis 
police veteran in the back. The transcript of the 
911 calls that followed reveal little: An anxious, 
confused witness who couldn't say how many 
shots were fired, where the officer was hit, how 
many shooters there were, or which way he, she, 
or they fled. “I don’t know. | think he may. be 
dead.” Nevertheless, the picture that police drew 
for reporters in the next minutes and hours was 
remarkably clear, some might say suspiciously 
so. Two African-American men had shot Officer 
Jerome Haaf at least once and had fled on foot, 
chased by a Pizza Shack worker with a handgun. 
The armed pizza man lost them. 

This official version, delivered to reporters 
onthe spot, contained even more startling detail: 
The shooting, the “execution,” as detectives 
termed it, was retribution for the arrest of a blind 
African-American man the previous afternoon 
and the angry, fruitless community meeting on 
police brutality that evening. The execution was 
gang-related. The shooters, two sketchily-de- 
scribed African-American men, were almostcer- 
tainly gang members. 

The Minneapolis press corps had no stom- 
ach for asking tough questions of cops in mourn- 
ing. As the sun crossed the sky and the later 
editions hit the pavement, editorial writers in- 
sisted the whole community was united in grief 
and outrage. Yet, in that first week after the 
shooting, the "whole community" appeared some- 
what.less than united, A large, but unscientific, 
sample of white office workers, mainly women, 
who came into the store where | worked spoke of 
Rodney King and expressed little grief for the 
dead cop. Again, these were white women. 

Around town, whatever sense of outrage 
that may have been widespread among African- 
Americans seemed to turn against the police 
themselves as police made hundreds — the 
exact number will likely never be known — of 
auto stops andarrests of Black men; they roughed 
up possibly dozens. 

Community activists, particularly those who 
worked with gang members, received surprise 
visits from the police, whom they described as 
frequently insulting and intimidating. Homes in 
various African-American neighborhoods — 
again, the number of homes is unknown, but 
certainly more than twenty and possibly as many 


as a hundred — were searched, and no one - 


recalls seeing a warrant or hearing police read 
one to them. 

Activists forpolice accountability and against 
police brutality turned up at a Police Federation 
rally and protested the use of Haaf as a martyr to 
justify the harsh crackdown. 

Finally, as autumn gave way to winter, so 
many African-American men were given “a ride 
down to the river” that a local liberal cartoonist 
mocked the police for this tactic. One man who 
got the “river tour” visited the Emma Anarchist 
Community Center in December, and described 
two cops hijacking him from an office lobby 
where he was “loitering,” driving him to the 
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Mississippi's banks, and holding him at pistol- 
point. When the officers tired of hearing him beg 
for his life, they left their prey sobbing in the mud 
and drove off. "| had one long, long walkhome,” he 
told us. 8 

So much for community unity-in-mourning. 
What about the other allegations — two shooters, 
both African-American males, both likely gang 
members, fleeing on foot, retaliating for police 
brutality? Strip away the assumptions of what 
probably happened — assumptions based on 
гасе (the question, “Who else would shoot a cop 
but a gang-banger" too easily becomes “That 
Black guy's got his hat on sideways, he must be in 
a gang”) — and precious little is left of the 
government's case. 


Defense lawyers for the eight men who will 
Stand trial this spring and summer are equally 
cagey toward a hostile mainstream press, activist 
supporters of the defendants, and neutral or sym- 
pathetic journalists. Information, other than law- 
and-order agitprop, is thus hard to come by. Still, 
this much seems clear: Prosecutors will present 
almost no physical evidence against the men, 


- relying instead on the testimony of police officers, | 


informers, and infiltrators. 

*A footprint around the corner from Pizza 
Shack, first said to belong to one of the fleeing 
shooters, does not match any of the eight defen- 
dants’ feet. 

*No gun was ever-recovered. 

*Not one witness could pick out one defen- 
dant in line-ups. 

Feeling railroaded, the defendants are call- 
ing themselves the Minnesota Eight. This winter, 
half a dozen African-American women founded 
the Committee Seeking Equal Justice for the 
Minnesota Eight. The Committee’s weekly meet- 
ings now include twenty or more activists. 

The Minnesota Eight? It begs the obvious 
question: How did eight men come to be charged 
with a shooting done — allegedly — by only two? 
And even that number cannot be confirmed. (That 
statement may seem odd, if your bias is that the 
statements of police officers investigating the kill- 
ing of one of their own need no independent 
corroboration.) 

There are eight defendants because Officer 
Jerome Haaf wasn’t the only person in Minneapo- 
lis shot last fall. At least eight young, African- 
American men caught bullets in weeks after the 
Pizza Shack incident. As the death tollerapidly 
mounted, speculation and rumor rose feverishly. 
Who was killing Minneapolis’ young Black men? 
And why? 

Ron Edwards, the Twin Cities’ only weekly 
African-American radio commentator on the Twin 
Cities’ only Black-owned radio station, charged 
that the killings were an organized pay-back by 
white-power death-squads with ties to the cops. 
He couldn't name his sources, he told listeners, 
but they were reliable. 

The mainstream press disagreed. More ran- 
dom violence by lawless Black men seemed a 
more suitable explanation. Atthe same time, news 
of similarly lawless (not to mention armed and 
narcotic-smoking) Black men in Somalia was stir- 
ring the nation to action. And as the New Year 
dawned, Blacks would continue to be denied entry 
to the U.S. from lawless Haiti, as the new Ameri- 
can president broke his campaign promise to 
admit the asylum-seekers. Many Americans, and 
certainly much of white Minneapolis, were in no 
mood to question the official version of the truth. 

That official story now asserts thatone of the 
murdered African-American men, Edward Harris, 
was shot by the same gang that purportedly killed 
derry Haaf, and to hell with possible evidence of 
racist slayings. The Vice Lords thought Harris was 
fingering them for the Pizza Shack thing, so they 
whacked him. 

Four men and an unnamed juvenile are 


charged with shooting or conspiring to shoot 
Haaf. Three others and the same juvenile are 
charged with shooting or conspiring to shoot 
Harris. 

Thus the Minnesota Eight. 

Not only in Harris's death do cops and 
press dismiss the possibility ofracist conspiracy. 
Observers have wondered aloud whether anti- 
gang militants in the Minneapolis police may 
have set up one of their own in order to have a 
martyr. They ask why all the other cops, includ- 
ing at least two homicide detectives, got up and 
walked out of Pizza Shack shortly before Haaf 
was shot. They note this relatively harmless, 
near-retirement traffic cop was sitting with his 
back to the door. 

And they point to what happened before 
Haaf had even been buried. The police cut their 
support for an anti-violence program whose lead- 
ers included Vice Lord honchos and members of 

other gangs. 

The head of the police union, Al Berryman, 
called a press conference the morning after the 
shooting and blasted the police chief, the deputy 
chief, and the mayor as “accomplices” in Haaf's 

death, because of their support for The City, Inc., 
a drop-in center and counseling program run by 
Sharif Willis, reputed head of the Vice Lords. 

Willis's work had always demanded good 
balance. He needed to keep the respect of the 
young men in his constituency while keeping the 
Official sanction and the grant money that kept 
the programrunning. Withoutwarning, Berryman 
and company had stomped on the canoe and 
plunged Willis into the lake. 

The goal of this right-wing within cop ranks 
to criminalize Willis and his stop-the-violence 
efforts has largely succeeded: His nephew, 
Montary Willis, is among the Eight. Sharif Willis's 
own role in the events after the shooting is far 
from clear: Several of the defendants were ar- 
rested at his home. 

The City, Inc.'s counseling work goes on, 
and Willis says he wants to open a cooperative 
clothing factory to offer jobs for young women 
and men. But with the triumph within official 
ranks of get-toughism over “can't we all just get 
along,” Willis's usefulness to the cops is over, at 
least for now.

to Chicago to collecthim, and Minneapolis police 
chief John Laux threatened to charge the station 
with obstructing justice. 

“There was never any question of raising 
the $3 million bond for the accused men. 

*Ford fired two court-appointed lawyers for 
incompetence bordering on breech of ethics. 
One of them let a prosecutor tag along to a 
supposedly-privileged meeting with Ford. When 
Ford announced his intent to defend himself, the 
judge ordered psychiatric tests. He is now being 
represented for free by Peter Erlinder and Jor- 
dan Kushner, two progressive lawyers with lim- 
ited trial experience. 

*Jury selection in Ford's trial saw an ener- 
getic prosecutorial effortto bump as many people 
of color as possible from the jury. A Japanese- 
American woman was seated, although the 
county attorneys had argued that her parents’ 
experience in U.S. concentration camps during 
World War Il would make her sympathetic to the 
defense. 

The Castle is evident, too, in the airport 
metal detectors that defense lawyers, support- 
ers, andthe public mustwalk through to enter the 
courtroom, as prosecutors, cop witnesses, and 
mainstream journalists breeze by. 

Such showpiece security has been seen 
elsewhere. In Chicago in the mid-80s, for ex- 
ample, a much-publicized trial of the El Rukn 
“street gang" leaders gave Federal prosecutors 














a chance to portray a long-defunct crime outfit as 
a Black Nationalist terrorist group; and in a trial of 
Puerto Rican independence activists, the govern- 
ment painted community organizers as crooks 
who hobnobbed with arms dealers. Both cases 
featured bumbling U.S. Marshalls fooling with 
airport metal detectors. 

Both cases, as well as the more recent LAPD 
and Reginald Denney cases, also feature some- 
thing more sinister than Keystone Kops: Hints that 
jurors need government protection against mili- 
tant people of color who may be unhappy with the 
verdict. 

The judge in Ford's case has sealed the 
juror’s names. Erlinder and Kushner charge this 
move has prejudiced the jury already. 

Until the L.A. rebellion, the “threat” was seen 
to come chiefly from the defendants and their 
supporters. The prosecutors in the Minnesota 
Eightcase have told reporters that they, the judge, 
and the jurors feel threatened by the very exist- 
ence of the Committee Seeking Equal Justice, 
which has held rallies of up to seventy persons in 
the Toaster’s atrium. 


“They say they feel afraid. They should feel 
afraid. If what they want to dois deny equal justice. 
to these African-American men, and we make 
them afraid to do that, that's fine,” Robin Magee, 
a law professor at Hamline University and one of 
the founders of the Committee, toldone such rally. 

Equal justice is the cornerstone theme of the 
Committee's public remarks and printed matter. 
Hardworking and idealistic lawyers notwithstand- 
ing, the Committeeis really the only thing standing 
between eight young men and life in the pokie 
(Minnesota has no death penalty). Magee is prob- 
ably right: If the trials are careful inquiries and not 
outright railroads, it will be due more to official fear 
than democratic scruples. 

Andyetthe Committee's talkis curiously mild 
stuff. Ata time when X caps andattendant Malcom- 
revivalism are sweeping the Black Nation (and 
other nations), and local hip-hoppers chant a 
warning to cops that “a bulletproof vest can't stop 
ahead shot,” Equal Justice activists quote the Bill 
of Rights at length and routinely term Haaf’s death 
“unfortunate.” 

Despite this caution, the view seems wide- 
spread in the Twin Cities that to question the guilt 
of the Eight is to wink at cop-killing. 

Perhaps caution is the wise course. After 
workers at a cooperative, vegetarian restaurant, 
The New Riverside Cafe, Дана “Equal Justice 
for the Minnesota E Го 











edly drunk, were stuffed into the trunk of a ‘police 
car and driven to the hospital. Three weeks later, 
police responding to a domestic disturbance call 
shotand killed a Native man who may or may not 
have been wielding a pair of scissors, threatening 
a woman, and acting drunk and abusive. At 
presstime, a protest demonstration is being 
planned. (One hopes that violence againstwomen 
— scissors or no — will be protested, as well as 
police murders.) 

Butcautionis notthe Committee's only trade- 
mark, Demos have been lively, featuring often 
hilarious street theater. Weekly meetings have 
drawn in a hardcore of about twenty activists, with 
perhaps fifty more on the periphery. T-shirt sales 
and a hip-hop benefit show have raised nearly a 
thousand dollars for the defense of the Eight. 
Above all, Committee members show a determi- 
nation atonce good-natured and serious. Magee’s 
“fear” speech may have been news to passersby 
in the Toaster’s atrium, but Committee members 
know they have their work cut out.

_ In Minneapolis, the level of fear women 
feel about sexual assault rose tremendously due 
to massive public outcry about a supposed serial 
_ rapist- the police and public only took this seri- 
~ ously because it was white women being raped in 
’ the inner city by a man who was alleged to be 
not otherwise taken seriously on 
. The news coverage of the 
| robberies said to be perpe- 
trated upon 14 women was sensationalized andin 
very explicit detail. Women were constantly told 
how afraid they should be. Posters of the alleged 
tapist's face were posted everywhere- giving an 
ambiguous black face for white women and men 
to focus fear on and rage on. It was completely 
ignored that women are most frequently raped by 
their friends, acquaintances and lovers, notstrang- 
ers. This rape case was used to further public 
sympathy for the city’s campaign against young 
black men that began on a large scale after the 
killing of police officer Jerry Haaf in September. 
The police and those who have power to shape 
public opinion did not let this opportunity go by to 
exaggerate fear of young black men by the city's 
white population and take away from women's 
confidence and independence. 





2 Ìt is a tragedy so many women are 
raped within western culture, and it is a tragedy 


that it is seen as important mostly when women - 


are being threatened as male property by another 

male. The Minneapolis police have made it very 

clear that they are serving and protecting white 

male property, the white woman. One only has to 

look at the case accusing Officer John Mooran of 
rape to see how seriously they take rape. Minne- 

apolis has ће ѕесӧпа highest rate of rape per 
capita of the country and staff eight sex crimes 
investigators that are so busy they ignore almost 
all peeping tom and flasher complaints. Around 
late December 92 they put more emphasis on the 
serial rape case, while the rapes had been linked 
together since May 9, 91. All of a sudden police 
were holding numerous self-defence and safety 
workshops, which is something that would have 
happed a long time ago if it were sincere. It was 
suggested that women not go out at night alone 
and always be on the alert for rapists. This 
increases the dependence of most women on 
men for safety- to either protect them or teach 
them how to protect themselves, As for always 
being on the lookout for danger, why now? When 
around 120 rapes are reported a year in this city, 
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and this is only 14 of them. In the past six months 
300 black youth have been detainedin connection 
to police Officer Haaf's shooting. Minneapolis 
seems all too willing to encourage white women to 
be terrified of black men, and to take their terror 
seriously. The news stories in needless graphic 
detail tear at the heart and talk of the survivor's 
helplessness. | feel these rape cases were taken 
seriously to make women fear strangers as their 
rapists instead of friends, lovers, and acquaintan- 
ces. | feel the emotionally loaded issue of rape is 
being used to further the police agenda of fighting 
for power and discrediting an organization called 
United for Peace, which was started as an effort to 
work with police by people of color. In the end it 
was United for Peace who brought in the accused 
south side rapist. It was said that Sharif Willis and 
Spike Moss unsurped the credit police deserved 
by bringing in an alleged rapist and were on the 
rapist's side by bringing him in. 

A campaign was launched to find the 
supposed rapist in which 20,000 flyers were re- 
quested that depicted what could be the face of 
any black male and labeled it “South SIDE Rapist.” 
This flyer was everywhere. Itis not surprising that 
local proud racists United Patriotic Front Nazis 
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‘| WE CAN START WORKING TOGHETER 


made a flyer as well calling all black men rapists 
and postedit. Itis not surprising thatin 1987 when 
three Native American women were brutally sexu- 
ally assaulted and murdered in public areas in 
another serial style case that there was no flyer 
campaign in the white community. An individual 
was quotedin the city paper , The Star Tribune, as 
saying “It is perverse but the serial rapist does 
perform a service, he gives a face to our fears and 
afocus toour rage.” The media and/or people who 
chose to speak to them called the supposed serial 
rapist a “monster”, “menace”, “criminal”, “terror- 
ist’, “drug dealer”, and “a wormy little prick”. When 
anaccused black man was brought into custody in 
connection to the 14 rapes and robberies of white 
women the atmosphere of fear for white people 
‘was lifted. Women were suddenly encouraged to 
resume life as normal, caution was unnecessary, 
and the flyers were down. It seems that of course 
awhite man would have been innocent until proven 
guilty but the public opinion was all to slanted 
towards this man being guilty until proven inno- 
cent. -Hyena

chist politics, and the author (Mark Bohnert) has 
done a great job in what has to be an extremely 
ambitious and difficult project. However, | thinkit's 
no surprise that the setting of this story is Colum- 
bia, MO. Columbia, as you may know, is the home 
of the Columbia Anarchist League and Anarchy 
magazine and while I really like Anarchy, the same 
theoretical problems | have with that magazine | 
also have here, as this short story really is like a 
copy of Anarchy utopianized. | guess we just 
disagree on how anarchy can come about in this 
world. Forme, the possibility for anarchy arises in 
a situation where power is spontaneously chal- 
lenged and where some serious, nonhierarchical 
anarchist forms of organization (co-ops, collec- 
tives, confederations, etc.) have been established 
prior to the uprising so that the revolution takes on 
and sustains a participatory, democratic, and 
nonhierarchical spirit. So for me, anarchy is a 
result of a combination of organization and spon- 
taneous action, while in this story ittakes a natural 
disaster for anarchy to come about. l'm not really 
keen on waiting for another 40 days and nights of 
flooding before | can work for an anarchist world, 
so | found this premise for revolution unpromising. 
lalso disagree with the author's conception of how 
anarchist organization suddenly erupts spontane- 
ously and naturally and relatively easily in the 
community. Basically, the author “naturalizes” 
anarchy, i.e. makes it seem like anarchy is hiding 
just undemeath the spectacle if we'll just let it out 
and let it take it's “natural” course. | don’t buy this: 
anarchy has to be built politically through struggle 
and deliberation; it's not part of “human nature” or 
anything silly like that. | have other disagree- 
ments, butthose are the main ones. Still, | strongly 
recommend this short story because it's stimulat- 
ing and entertaining reading. By the way, other 
cool anarchist utopian novels worth checking out 
are William Morris's News From Nowhere and 
Marge Piercy’s Woman on the Edge of Time.

The following Is an interview we con- 
ducted while we were In Germany this Feb- 
tuary with a committed anarchist punk anti- 
fascist activist, who for reasons of personal 
safety requested that this Interview be anony- 
mous. Aside from being a very intelligent 
and eloquent analysis on fascism and anti- 
fascism in Europe, with this interview we 
can hopefully learn something about how to 
better fight racism in North America. To 
highlightone point of the interview, note the 
European anti-fascist movement's attitude 
on violence and “free speech for fascists” 
and compare it with the nauseating liberal 
nonviolent crap that plagues North Ameri- 
can anti-racistand punk activities today. As 
Paris says, “So don’t give me any of that 
nonviolent spirit, cos when I'm violentis the 
only time the devil hears it.” Also, check out 
what the interviewee has to say about the 
need to create an anti-fascist culture to 
effectively destroy fascism. Interview by 
Troll and joel (yes that rhymes). 


You were telling us lastnight about the 
anti-fascist who was murdered in Germany. 
Yeah, itwas January 22. A friend of mine 
was killed in Freiburg, in the south of Germany, 
by a bomb in a parcel. A friend of hers found it 
on the stairs and she brought it to her and when 


-she opened it it exploded and she died. Our 


friend, Kersten, called the ambulance and the 
police, but she died. We in the anti-fascist 
movement believe it was a fascist murder be- 
cause they [fascists] announced that they were 
going to do anti- anti-fascist actions, which 
means attacking people or destroying squats or 
attacking infoshops and things like that. The 
day she was killed we had a demonstration with 
about 800 people to let people in the town know 
what happened, and the following Monday we 
had another demonstration and about 10,000 
people came. There were also solidarity ac- 
tions throughout the country, in Berlin, Ham- 
burg, everywhere. After that the police estab- 
lished a commission of twelve people who are 


+ supposed to find who did the murder, so the first 


thing they did was say thatitwas probably done 
by a left-wing radical group called RIM — Inter- 
national Revolutionary Movement, or some- 
thing like that — from Berlin! On the parcel 
something like RIM was written, so the police 
accused RIM, but there is no RIM in Freiburg! 
So then they said itwas probably drug dealers 
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who killed her but this was not true, so 

then they said it was probably someone who 
raped her a while ago, but this guy is-still in jail. 
Before | left the city they had arrested her friend 
because they said it was her handwriting on the 
parcel, but they lether go after a few days. This 
is typical of what's happening in Germany. 
Every time someone is killed by Nazis, the 
media, police, and politicians always try to deny 
thatit has anything to do with Nazis and blame 
it on fights among young people or gang stuff. 
They want people to stay quiet [so they believe 
that] Germany is nota Nazi country, that Nazis 
are just a minority. 


Why would Nazis wantto killthis woman ~ 
and why did the police try to cover this up? 

Well, the thing is, she had already been 
threatened by Nazis several times because she 
was very active in Freiburg. She was in anti- 
fascist groups and she was working on setting 
up an autonomous center. Actually, it hasn't

The problem is that 
every month someone you know gets hurt and 
other very difficult stuff so sometimes people 
get depressed. | originally come from France 
and what | see there is the way the government 
uses the Nazi problem to promote racism in 
their society. For example, in France they use 
the National Front [as an extreme right wing 
case] so that the conservative parties can use 
racism in “acceptable” ways. So now the con- 
servatives can talk about how immigrants stink 


and how

the other possibilities are just bullshit. And ` conservative. The same goes for Germany. 
They use this whole Nazi thing to promote 


another thing, when a squatter in Berlin was 

killed last November, he was killed by Nazis at 

a subway station. His friends were injured, too, 

and when they were in the hospital the police 

came and pressured them to say itwasn't Nazis 
whoattacked them. The press saiditwasa fight 

between hooligans and stuff. And іп Вега, 

three young immigrants died, and the police 

said itwas probably because their father was in 

the mafia, so people didn't show any solidarity 

after events like that. It's always done this way_ 
to show that fascism is not a problem in Ger- 

many or in Europe and that it's just a small 

minority. 


What is the response by the German 
anti-fascist movement to these police and 
media cover-ups, and the response to these 
attacks In general? 

The response is that people try to spread 
this info via magazines, fliers, television, radio 
programs, etc. to inform people what's really. 
going on. Zap magazine [a hardcore magazine 
from Germany—ed,] is now doing a really good 
job spreading anti-fascist information. Also, in 
response to these attacks, every weekend we 
protect this place [the name is in German and I 
couldn't catch it—ed.] where immigrants are 
living, because they could be attacked. 


Are you working with the residents of 
these apartment complexes? 
Yeah yeah. 


Are they supportive of working with 
mostly white anti-fascist groups? 

Yeah, which is good because we go to this 
place where political refugees are living and we 
can establish contacts with them. It's not like 
white people protecting other people; it's a 
collaboration. They can organize themselves 
they way they want to; we just help them by 
being in front or inside of the place. 


Six months ago we talked to some 
people from Germany who were very de- 
pressed about the Nazi situation in Ger- 
many and were on the verge of saying the 
anti-fascist struggle is hopeless. Do you 
think this has turned around in the last six 
months? Do you think the anti-fascist move- 
ment is getting stronger? 

In away it's very depressing because you 
have the impression thatyou have to fight alone 
against this massive thing: the police, politi- 
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racism to change the constitution to change the 
laws about the ways political refugees can stay 
in Europe. Countries like Germany really want 
to stop immigration so they start spreading stuff 
like, “If immigrants keep coming into this coun- 
try we'll only get poorer and poorer.” Once they 
[conservatives] are able to change the constitu- 
tion, when they can change political refugees’ 
rights status, that's when things are going to go 
against real Nazi parties. Like in France, you 
don't see real fascists on television or newspa- 
pers anymore [because the governmentdoesn't 
need them anymore]. The government'uses 
fascists for specific purposes [like changing 
immigration laws]. 


How organized is the anti-fascist move- 
ment in Germany? Is it pretty loose, are 
there lots of contacts between groups, is it 
autonomously organized? 

Well, in France there is a national struc- 
ture called National Anti-fascist Coordination. It 
structures all the anti-fascist groups andit meets 
every month or two. In Germany it's more 
autonomous. There's alot of groups butthere’s 
a lot of contact between them. Some people 
from Gottingen want to create a big, national 
anti-fascist structure that would coordinate all 


the anti-fascist activities, but mostly 
people just work in small groups. 
The groups stay in contact with each 
other vianewspapers, telephone, etc. 


Do you think this autono- 
mous type of organization Is ef- 
fective? 

Yeah because it's well-orga- 
nized and through thehistory of youth 
movements in Germany they've de- 
veloped lots of good structures and 
lots of places where people can do 
organizing. In France, where every- 
thing has been destroyed in the last 
ten years by the government — al 
the squats and alternative places — 
its really difficult to have an [anti- 
fascist] underground scene because if youwant 
to meet somewhere or organize a gig you have 
to rent a hall, so of course you can't have the 
same subculture there that you have here in 
Germany. And you can feel it because people 
here live and work together much more and so 
they have more experience organizing. 


What kind of role do authoritarian 

Marxist groups play in German anti-fas- 

cist activities? Do they help them or 
hurt them? 

Lots of people just work together 

against imperialism, racism, and sexism. 

The threat is here, Nazis are here, so 

people really wantto collaborate. Ofcourse 

you have lots of different points of views 

about some issues, like for example sometimes 

we have problems with Stalinist organizations 

like in Berlin, for example, but otherwise it's just 

more of a scene where people work together, 

because it's probably the only solution. The 

other strategy is to work with mainstream groups 

like Christian groups or “Democratic" groups, 


but this is not the best way because these 
people don't really want to change this society. | 


They say that fascism is bad, but not in a way 
that we can work with them. 


Do you think that the tactics used to 
confront fascists on the street is taking a 
more desperate or violent tone? With the 


more violent strategy? 
There's a big debate about thatin the anti- 
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fascist movement. Violence is never our goal 
but you have to be aware of the fact that nazis 
kill, you know? So of course you have people 
who want to react violently against fascist vio- 
lence. This violence happens in the subways, 
on the streets. It’s just something you have to 
deal with. 


In the U.S., the liberal anti-racist, or 
“non-racist”, movement is really opposed 
to violence. They say the only way to fight 
nazis is with nonviolence becauseifyou use 
violence against nazis then you use their 
tactics and then you become a nazi yourself. 
I don’t see that attitude anywhere in Europe; 
I don’t see anyone here who disagrees with 
the idea that you have to fight nazis using 
any means necessary. Is there a strong 
nonviolentanti-fascist movementin Europe?

Why isn’t there one? 

Because the attitude that you have to 
confront nazis wherever they are has always 
existed here. For example, when nazis try to 
organize a demonstration we are there to con- 
front them, using violence if necessary. It's not 
aproblem of violence, it's a problem of if you let 
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these people express themselves than soon 
you won't have any right to express yourself. 
You have a big liberal nonviolent scene with 
Christian groups and the like, but not in the 
radical scene. We have no choice because 
nazis here carry weapons and if you are at- 
tacked by them, what can you do? You can't 
say, “Peace and love, brother,” because you'll 
be dead. It’s a choice; we try to confront nazis 
everywhere they appear because if you let 
them have control of the streets you won't be 
able to go out. If we hear nazis are meeting at 
atrain station we try to go there. If we hear that 
they are in town we try to find out where they are 
so that we can control what they're doing so 
they don't attack squats or houses. 


Another issue that always comes up in 
thenonviolentanti-racistmovement 
is the idea of “free speech”; that you 
can’t deny nazis their free speech, 
you have to let them speak and you 
have to Jet them organize because if 
you don’t then you are being a fas- 
cist because you're depriving them 


free expression a big issue here 
among German anti-fascists and if 
not, why is that so? 

No, absolutely not. Here people 
think there’s no way we should let 
fascists speak because we don't think 

it's a crime. The _ 
fascism [i.e. crime] to spread. We try 
not to let them express themselves 
through tv or newspapers or fliers oron 
the streets because it's a crime, not an 
idea or philosophy. The “free speech” 
attitude is bullshit because it really 
givesthem power andweapons against 
you. That's why we refuse to speak 
with fascists on television or debate 
with them in newspapers because if you do it 
gives them recognition as if their ideas were 
okay, and that's exactly what they want to 
achieve. They do this in France, for example, 
with Le Pen, who was always on television 
trying to explain that he's not a nazi, he's just a 
nationalist. With this whole nazi and racist 
propaganda, if they can talk in the newspapers 
and television the issue becomes banal and 
people talk aboutitas ifitisn'tacrime. This free 
speech thing has absolutely nothing to do with 
us. 


One thing that I’ve seen in Europe that 
| think is really encouraging is that every 
punk gig!go to, everyoneis wearing “Gegen 
Nazis” [Destroy Fascism] patches. Is the 
anti-fascist movement strong among punk 
and youth cultures in general? 

Yeah yeah yeah, definitely. It's always 
been like that. Many punks are really involved 
in squats and anti-fascist groups and go to 
demonstrations. It's really big, especially in the 
punk scene, which is very political here in 
Europe. It's great because now a trend for 
youth in East Germany is to be anaziand soit’s 
great that hardcore bands are promoting these 
anti-fascistideas because maybe young people 
who are wearing bomber jackets and Doc Mar- 
tens will say, “| was wrong” and maybe will 
become active in the anti-fascist movement. 
You also have lots of old punk bands in Ger- 
many like Slime and others who are playing 
again and playing a lot in places like East 
Germany. Some people might say this is a bad 
thing because they're just doing it for the money 
but | personally don’t care because bands like 
Slime have a very radical anti-fascist message, 
50 maybe they can bring that to East Germany. 


Yeah, | think it’s really great that the 
anti-fascist movement here in Germany 
doesn’t seem to be exclusively a political 
movement, it's also an entire culture. Ithink 
alot of youth aren’t going to be interested in 
straightforward political activities, at least 
not in the United States. Here there's a 
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culture of anti-fascism, friendships, things 
to do, places to hang out, an identity you can 
associate yourself with if you're an anti- 
fascist. You don’t just go to political meet- 
ings, it’s an entire culture and a way of life. 
You can also go city to city and not know a 
single person and all you have to do is find 
a youth center or bookstore or infocafe and 
get immediately hooked up with people. 

It's very important to have this kind of 
subculture, which is not only based on music or 
with politics, but with artists and other kinds of 
music besides punk. It's very good in a way 
because you can haveamovementbutyoucan 
also have friends and you can have something 
to identify yourself. 


Does the anti-fascist movement in Eu-

rope have a lot of contact with anti-fascist 
groups off the continent? 


In England we have a lot of contacts, in 
London, Scotland, everywhere. We used to 
organize European antifascist meetings with 
people from England, Holland, Germany, 
France, Spain, and stuff. In the U.S. of course 
we have lots of contacts, too, but of course we 
don't work with them in the same way because 
most of the time we cannot meet these people. 
Butwe exchange information, newspapers, ant 
work with lots of groups. 


Do you see the anti-fascist movement 
being anti-capitalist аз well, or do you see it 
as being pretty much just strictly anti-fas- 
cist? 

No, here in Germany it's very strongly 
against fascism, sexism, andcapitalism. Thisis 
what distinguishes us from other, liberal, anti- 
fascist groups or movements. Lots of people 
are against fascism but not everyone is against 
the origins of fascism. Here, the basis of the 
fight against fascism is the fight against capital- 
ism. 


You were talking earlier today about 
how you have to move around a lot due to 
threats of violence against you. Do you 
want to talk about that a little bit more? 

It's just that in the town | come from in 
France, we know who the fascists are and 
where they live and they probably know the 
same aboutus. The thingis, they have connec- 
tions with the police, who give them information. 
I'm pretty sure about that because in France we 
hada fascist trade union thatwas very strong in 
the police departments, and I’m pretty sure the 
police gave nazis or their friends information. 
So it's always better not to always be at the 
same address if you can; its safer. | was 
attacked by nazis a few times and | had to go to 
the hospital a few times and it's something | 
don’t want to happen again. It's best if they 
know as little about you as possible. The case 
of Kersten in Freiberg proves that it's not a 
game or paranoia; Nazis can kill people now 
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and it's probably a part of their strategy, to 
eliminate people they think are dangerous or 
that they don'tlike. If you are well-known as an 
anti-fascistin town, you not only have the police 
on your back, you have the fascists and others. 
The times | got sent to the hospital, | don’tknow 
why but the press printed my nameandaddress 
and when | got back home | had all these 
skinheads waiting for me and so | had to move. 
It's not something | think of, it's just something 
| do from time to time because it's safer. 


How optimistic are you about the anti- 
fascist movement in Europe? Do you think 
it will succeed? 

In a way it's very sarcastic, but the way | 
see it is that fascism in Germany and Europe 
will stop as soon as the government wants it to. 

a и Really vio- 
lent fascism

I'm very optimistic. There was a time, like in 
1989 just after the Berlin Wall fell, when there 
was a wave of fascism and people [in the anti- 
fascist movement] were really upset because a 
lot of people hoped that the people in East 
Germany would decide not to go directly into 
Capitalism but to try to choose another way to 
live, but [anti-fascists] were very disappointed. 
But I think we have great potential now and we 
have to find a way to use itto find new perspec- 
tives to fight fascism because the way we 
choose toreactto fascism is maybe notthe best 
one, but at least the debate is there and every- 
one is conscious of that. The situation is always 
changing; the арй- 
fascist fight is dif- 
ferent in Germany, 
and in France it's 
different today than 
it was ten years 
ago, so we always 
have to find new 
strategies. 





Do you think 
that the fascists 
pose enough of a 
threat to actually 
seize control of 
the government? 

No, | don't 
think so. 


So you think 
fascists are used 
just as a tool? 

Yeah, but of 
course it's not so 
simple as that. In 
Germany in the 70s 
you had a big leftist 
so-called “terrorist” 
movement, and 
these people were 
justkilling heads of 
state, bankers, and 
things like that, but 
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of course the reac- 
tion by the state was 
very very strong and 
brutal because they 
were acting against 
the heartof the state. 
But the fascists just 
killimmigrants, Black 
people, homosexu- 
als, crippled people, 
so of course the 
state's reaction is 
slowandweak. It'sa 
tactic by the state. 
When fascists are ar- 
rested, they rarely 
ever get jail time. 
Evenif they kill some- 
one they only gettwo 
years or something. 
Itjustprovesin away 
that the government 
wants to promote this 
kind of thing. Ifsome- 
one in the anti-fas- 
cist movement got arrested for beating same- 
body or killing somebody, s/he'd'be in jail for the 
rest of his/her life. For example, an anti-fascist 
in the south of Germany just stole a bomber 
jacket from a skinhead because he was wear- 
ing all of this fascist stuff on it, and this guy was 
arrested and served two or three months in jail 
even before his trial, and afterwards he was 
sentenced to two years in jail, just for stealing a 
jacket! A nazi who beats a Black guy to death 
would get two months, three months. There's 
always two different ways [of applying the law]. 


What are your main criticisms of the 
anti-fascist movement? What do you think 
it's weaknesses are? 

Probably that we are always doing the 
same thing and trying to act as if the situation 
hasn'tchanged. Our politics andour responses 
are maybe notalways adaptedto the situations. 


Howdoyoumesn yourresponsesaren’t 
always adapted to the situation? 

Well, in France our position was always to 
say, for example, that Le Pen was a politician 
justlike all the others, andit gotkind of banalized. 
To organize everything against Le Pen, to al- 
ways react, but never to act on our own. Every 
time the nazis organized something we had to 
react to them. We were always following them, 
and then we finally realized thatwe were wrong 
in a way because when we really looked at the 
impact people like Le Pen had, we realized that 
more people were believing his stuff than in 
ours. So not seeing that the situation is always 
evolving. 


So you're saying the anti-fascist move- 
ment has to take a more active stance as 
opposed to a reactive stance? 

Yeah, especially in trying to cover more 
topics than only anti-fascism. In the beginning 
we were just strictly an anti-fascist and anti- 
sexist and anti-imperialist group. We needed 
to work not only on anti-fascism but to try to get 
young people together... to go to a show or a 
walk in the mountains, to try to create a feeling 
of being together, a feeling that you belong to a 
cultural thing, one that's very diverse and not 
just about going to demonstrations but also 
about going to see a movie or going to parties 
and things like that. We need to try to create a 
really strong feeling between people, and! think 
it's one of the solutions [to anti-fascist work]. 
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Ahotrockin’ band from Minneapolis, Dogfight 
mishmashes saxophone, gender, 2 bass play- 
ers, anarchist politics, and high energy into a 
growling melange of-exitement.

PE) OK, forthe first question why don'tyouall give 
yournames, the instrumentyou play, and how you 
got involved in underground music. 

Audrey- | play drums. How did | get involved? | 
was fifteen and a friend of a friend heard that | 
played drums and called me. That was a punk 
rock band called Last Option. 

Mary- | play bass and sing. Let's see, | got 
involved in underground music because | was ina 
bar one night and | was kind of drunk and some 
friends of mine were talking about needing a bass 
player to play in this band they were trying to get 
together. Not the band that | am in now but a 
different band. And | said, “l'Il do it,” even though 
| had never touched a bass before in my life. So 
the next day she called me up and called me on 
what | said, so | had to do it. 

This band was called Sheepshead and we never 
even had any songs. 

Crito- | play Saxophone, Alto and Tenor, and | 
used to sing in a band called In Aisle 8 when | was 
in high school. (In Aisle 8 of the supermarket) We 
had one song with saxophone, but | mostly just 
sang. | guess that's how | got into it, and then just 
doing zines too and stuff like that. 

Aron- Yeah, | gotinto it through zines first. | play 
high end noisy type bass and percussion and do 
some vocals. | gotinto underground music mainly 
through zines and then learned to play base 
through a band which | will not disclose the name 
of... 

Everyone- Hoopla! 

Aron- Basically that's it, and then | moved up here 
and we all met each other within the first month I 
livedhere. This new bandis something totally new 
and different and much better. 

PE) Why don't you talk about the name Dogfight 
and what it means and describe the logo as well. 
Audrey- There was a movie out called Dogfight 
that | had just seen and Mary and I were brain- 
storming and | threw that out and we both just 
looked in to each other's eyes and said yeah! We 
liked it. 

Mary- We went through a lot of other ideas before 
Dogfight. 

Audrey- Part of the appeal of the name is that it 
can mean a lot of different things. A real dogfight 
between two dogs, or airplanes fighting as a 
dogfight, or two people in a pool have a dogfight, 
and there is also the movie. In the movie another 
form of a dogfight is these men were in the army 
and they played this game with each other where 
they all pooled their money and whoever could 
bring the ugliest woman to a bar or whatever, won 
the pool of money and it was called a dogfight. 
Aron- I can talk about the logo alittle bit. Me and 
Donovan were just talking about ideas for stuff and 
the idea about the two dogs chasing each other 
came about. The idea is supposed to be Yin and 
Yang in a sense but it doesn't necessarily mean 
harmony. It can mean the opposite of that also. 
The "Lives Led Astray “is lyrics from asong. We 
thought that was cool because it could be looked 
atin many different ways also. It means lives led 
astray in bad ways but also in good ways, to other 
paths. It also seems like people are just chasing 
each other in circles and getting nowhere at times 
butat the same time that may lead to other places. 
Itis kind ofa fight, butitis also kind of a playful thing 
too. The name has really taken on different 
meanings as the band goes on. 

Crito- We have had 3 dogfights outside shows 
before we played. 

Audrey- | just thought of a new way the name 
Dogfight seemed appropriate. Crito thought of 
this: in a way our music can sound like a dogfight. 
Itis so heavy on the bassand thundering that way, 
and then that squéaking horn coming through. All 
that together sometimes makes it sound like a 
dogfight to me. 

PE) Dogfight does not have the traditional rock 
lineup because thereis no guitar and there are two 





basses and a saxophone. How did this happen? 
Mary- We originally had a guitar player, anditjust 
kind of ended up that way. 

Aron- Itjust fell together all of us being in the right 
Spot at the right time with the right ideas. We 
thought we would just give it a try. 

Mary- Actually it was two people, Aron and | both 
wanted to play bass with Audrey on drums. 
Aron- Inreference to Crito, we knew the sax would 
kinda take to those melodies. At first we just 
wanted to do it for fun to see how it would turn out 





and then we thought, WOW, we should really do 
this. The non-traditional instrumentation is just a 
nice kick to it all to make it more unique. If | want 
to do a project like this | want it to be different 
somehow. | don'twant to do the regular thing ever 
again. 

Crito- The saxophone is a good instrument for 
melody because you can hold notes longer with it 
than you could with a guitar. | think you can blend 
notes together better too. It's kinda funky because 
you can carry a melody but also make it really 
rhythmic at the same time. | guess you could do 
it with guitar, but it seems a lot easier with saxo- 
phone because there are less notes to work with. 
PE) Isitmore difficult to put stuff together andwrite 
songs with this kind of line-up? 

Crito- Not really. 

Mary- This is the only way I've ever written songs, 
| can't imagine it any other way. 

Audrey- | think its been easier. With my experi- 
ence the guitar player is the most temperamental 
member of any band and doing without that is 
great. 

Crito- | think that's one reason this band has 
worked so well. Number one were not really 
contrived, never really forced ourselves to forma 
band, it just kind of fell into place because we all 
had a lot in common. 

Aron- Everything fell together really well in terms 
of where we all come in with the different perspec- 
tives of the four of us. It interlocks really well with 
influences and where our sounds come together. 
Everyone takes a different part of it, the writing of 
our music is cool because everyone contributes. 
Mary- There is no lead anywhere, we all do alittle 
bit of everything. 

Aron- Usually drummers just play drums, but 
Audrey has certain ideas about the way she wants 
to sound. Things keep progressing forward. Our 
style of music works really well because Mary's 
bassline is really bumpy butit's still bright, soithas 
high end and bottom end. My bass has high end 
and low end - itis very distorted. Audrey's snare 
is so tight it really kicks in well with Mary and |. 
Crito’s sax just brings all these weird components 
into it. Joe's trombone was a noisy companion to 





my noisy sortofbase. Andweare very willing 
to keep experimenting. 

P.E. Before being in a band myself I never 
thought about the band politics of getting 
along with each other. How does Dogfight 
handle the politics of making decisions and 
getting over the inevitable disagreements that 
ariseespecially in the contextof the anarchist 
perspective most of you come from? 

Crito- Well, for some songs like the Texas 
Two Step for the In the Spirit of Total Resis- 
tance comp that we wrote together we actu- 
ally sat down and discussed the topic, differ- 
entideas aboutitandhow we all felt. Now, оп 
acouple songs we all just write our own lyrics 
to a certain part of the song and then throw it 
all together, so one song will have a few 
perspectives. 

Mary- As far as personal relations go, itis just 
like any sort of relationship, there are prob- 
lems that come up and it is just a matter-of 
continuing to communicate with each other. It 
is like a big weird relationship because you 
definitely can't make music or anything fun if 
you are at each other's throats. You justhave 
to keep open minded. 

P.E. The band is also non-traditional in the 
sense that there are two women and two men 
in the band. It isn't all women or all men or only a 
female singer. How do issues like gender play in 
to these kind of band politics? 

Aron- | think it works out great. Me and Crito 
talked about this, and from a boy's point of view, 
ме do not want to be in an all boy band. For one, 
it is kind of boring, it's so tired. The interlocking 
gender identity of the band (I know that sounds 
cheesy) seems to work justas well as the different 
types of music coming in to it. There is a nice 
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blend, all the different points of view opens up the 
range for people to enjoy. 

Audrey-| shied away from being in an all girl band 
intentionally. | think it is too easy to fall into that 
cliche and | don’t think that all girl bands challenge 
themselves to progress musically really, although 
there are exceptions to this. Its like there is a 
separate standard for them and they don't have to 
know how to play to succeed. l'm not really into 
that. | really respect musicians who put the time in 
and get their licks down. 

Mary- Alotoftimes even though they do know how 
to play, its not even considered. People just say, 
“Oh, they're an all girl band they don't need to 
know how to play.” Even if they are really ten times 
better than most boy bands out there. They still 
are looked over because of that. As far as I'm 
concerned | wasn't really looking one way or 
another. | always thought, male or female, Itreally 
doesn't matter It's just people making music, but 
things have came up. Itis nice to see the different 
places we are all coming from. 

P.E. Audrey, having been in an all woman band 
before, how does thatcompare to Dogfight not just 
musically but with internal band politics as well? 
Audrey- The women | was in Burning Bush with 
were really fantastic musicians, they were chal- 
lenging and that was pretty unique | think. They 
were really great friends and | miss that. There are 
certain things women can sit around and talk 
about that | would never be able to talk about with 
Aron and Crito for obvious reasons. | kind of miss 
that chatty time, but | feel really comfortable in this 
band. | like Dogfightmore in the sense that people 
can't stereotype this band like they did with Burn- 
ing Bush. You know, like an all girl band, | hope ~ 
they are cute orwhatever. 

P.E. You were saying the friendship is different in 
an all woman band, and you like that, but then you 
criticize a lot of those bands. 

Audrey- Musically, yes | do. 

Crito- This is one of the first creative projects I've 
done with a lot of people, and we've been around 
like ayearnow. We have progressedas far as our 
interactions with each other. Learning more and 
more how to deal with each others problems, 
about who we are and what our quirks are. It 


_Aron- We all have 


seems cooler to have a real close creative project 
like this thatis alsoa mixed gender. The dynamics 
are more wide ranging and it has made me grow 
alotfaster as far as interaction on a creative basis. 
lalsowantto bring up feministissues andwomen’s 
issues and gender issues because | think musicis 
areally good vehicle for bringing up those subjects 
especially because the entertainment industry 
never really does. Women's roles and gender 
roles have really been stereotyped through enter- 
tainment. Itwouldbe alot harder to talk about this 

if we were all just a bunch of guys addressing 
sexism. З 

Р.Е. On an individual basis you're all involved in 
collectives and/or anarchist organizing. Howdoes 
this reflect on your music? 

Aron- | thinkit's totally intertwined in different ways 
forme. They both effect each other. Inthe band, 
we can do benefits for differentprojects and | learn 
alot from these projects which feeds back into the 
music, the lyrics, and the way we work together as 
aband. As an example, the last show we played 
with Pissed and Rabid Rooster had a definite 
feeling of community within the musical and politi- 
cal scene and that it can work together. | don't 
know if my feelings were false, butitfeltreally cool. 
Mary- The way we interactas a bandis collective, 
not hierarchical. That in itself is totally natural to” 
me. | know alotof other people in bands that don't 
do anything like this andit always kind of surprises 
me. As far as political views in music, if you are a 
political person you cant help but write political - 
lyrics because it's what is important to you. They 
just end up being that way because it's a part of 
me. 

Crito- Everything is really intertwined for me too. 

| mean the whole band kind of grew out of 
anarchist coffeehouses a year ago. We all helped 
start Emma Center together too and wentto those 
meetings. 

P.E. What about you Audrey? 

Well, politics can mean so many different things. 

| haven't really written any lyrics for the band, 
although | intend to. If politics means talking about 
the governmentand stufflike that, | don'treally feel 
connected to those kind of lyrics. Politics like 
interpersonal relationships on a one to one basis 
or community politics. Lyrically | respect people 
singing about what they know. If you are 16 ina 
band and have a crush on someone in your class — 
and want to sing about that | respect it and | think 
that's great andyou should go ahead. Justsinging 
about what you really know and about your life, | 
like that. + x 

P.E.- What are some of the anarchist/political 
things that you all are involved in?

Crito- | do a lot of shit for Profane Existence and 
I finally got my own zine done as of today, No 
External Compulsion #6.

I'm trying to learn to be more self sufficient 
by learning how to do more gardening, sewing, 
crafts, and making soymilk and stufflike that. That 
is really important to me right now. е 
Mary- | live ina pretty collective situation, atleast 
we are trying to be as much as we can. This can 
bechallenging, butfun. Justbeing connected with 
a lot of people all over the country who are doing 
similar projects to these. | also work in daycare. 
It's pretty important, the way. | work there | try to 
carry on my ideas about authority to the kids and 
give them good ideas. Day to day living and 
relating to other people always keeps your mind 
working. 

Audrey- | work at the New Riverside Cafe, it's a 
vegetarian worker-owned collective on the West 
Bank. Ithas become a really big part of my life and 
it has coloured the way | see the world. I'll never 
take an order from someone in the same way 
again, | don't think I'll ever be able to have a boss 
again. 

Aron- | think as we tour we'll learn how our 
perspectives on this band will effect how we learn 
from people and teach people. Self- sufficiency is 
a big part of my politics | guess. 

Р.Е. | would think that touring the US would help. 
Especially considering that you are from Minne- 
apolis., everyone we know is involved in some- 
thing or done something. Politics and working 
non-hierarchically and collectively is second na- 
ture to our friends. We wouldn't even think of 
something like who is going to be the boss. That 
is a totally foreign concept to all of us here and it 
is totally natural for us to have an anarchist influ- 
ence on the way we live our lives. I'm sure touring 
for you will be a real jolting shocker because 
Minneapolis is really unique. Dogfight seems to 
be one of the most popular bands here among 
anarchist folks and It'll be a real jolt when you go 
some- 
where 
and 
people 
don't 
even 
know 
what 
yourtalk- 
ing 
about. 
Audrey- 
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It doesn't seem to me that a touring band would 
stay long enough to get any sense of the commu- 
nity. 

Crito- When we tour we'll have our shit together. 
Free booklets, lyric sheets, zines and maybe just 
some stuff on the anarchist community in Minne- 
apolis. 

Aron- | think it will be a good chance because a 
band is a good vehicle where people will actually 
listen to you if they like it. Itis another networking 
tool. 

Mary- | definitely think itis. That's where a lot of 
my politicalideas and activity came from the music. 
| listen to getting me thinking. 

Crito- I've setup shows before for bands who had 
a lot of free material on political viewpoints and 
ideas and| learned alot. I've seen how itcanwork. 
| think it's important too that we play a variety of 
mostly all age shows and some bar shows too. | 
think bar shows can be interesting too. 

Aron- Another thing about trying to take some 
attention away from the whole Amphetamine Rep- 
tile scene. That's notall there is. | want to inspire 
other people within Minneapolis music to experi- 
mentwith different things. It's not about being PC. 
It's about trying different things in different ways. 
Р.Е. How does Dogfight feel about using connec- 
tions to get off the ground, like Pissed touring 
Europe, getting this interview, or playing on this or 
that comp? 

Mary- | definitely think it's friends sharing. You 
should use whatever resources you have. Differ- 
ent people need different things and if you come 





across something to make things more accessible 
and you are not fucking anybody over for it, why 
make it hard for yourself? 

Crito- Itis a pretty good city as far as connections 
go and nothing has been handed to us. We've 
paid our dues and put in our time. I've set up 
shows for around 5 years now and Audrey has 
been in a couple other bands and Mary has lived 
in Minneapolis all her life. People liked us for who 
we were even before they heard our music, stuff 
like that has allowed us to be on things like this 
Husker Du comp that's coming out on Amphet- 
amine Reptile as well as doing DIY too. But not 
really selling out to larger alternative things but 
getting recognized by people who see no legiti- 
macy in political punk anymore. 

Audrey- | think that question is also related to the 
fact that there are two women in the band and 
people will probably be interested in reading this 
interview and buying our record just for that rea- 
son. It's unique enough that people will be in- 
trigued. Even that doesn't really bother me be- 
cause l'm willing to take whatever | can get actu- 
ally. It's not fair, but we cant make things fair. 
P.E. Would you say basically, it isn't fair that you 
have a 7" coming out on Collective Chaos be- 
cause Dogfight knows them? 

Audrey- | have the feeling that it's not fair just 
because | was in Burning Bush for four years and 
they're a fabulous band and no one has heard of 
them.

out here and | have been in Dogfight for a year and 
our 7“is getting put out andwe're doing interviews. 
It doesn't seem fair. 

Aron- | think we deserve it. It's all four of us that 
got things done. | got in touch with people for this 
comp and Mary knows people. It's all another 
element of the collective process although it can 
get a little spoiling. You truly put your time in. 
Р.Е. In reference to Pissed touring, | don't even 
feel comfortable with people saying we deserve it. 
Some bands that are really good didn't do any- 
thing but play music. Whereas a big part of this 
underground scene isn’t even music. It's making 
fanzines, having contacts with other people. That's 
the only way you are going to get anywhere, at 
least in the underground music scene, unless 
you're just an amazing band in a big city where 
people are just falling over to see you. You have 
to write mail, you have to do interviews with small 
bands, and make contacts. Dogfight seems to 
have done all that. You have all helped build the 
community that makes it possible for people to set 
up a label and put out music for a cool band that 
they are friends with. You don't deserve it, you did 
it. 

Aron- I'd rather work with friends any day, with 
Collective Chaos, we just became friends with 
them. | trust James because we're into the same 
things. As for Profane, there is alot of mutual trust 
and respect. | think ifwe want to work together it's 
good to have these things in common. 

Crito- What you're saying, Audrey, with the two 
bands Dogfight and Burning Bush could be a 
“regional thing. | don't know 
what kind of support there 
would be for a female band 
in Phoenix in comparison to 
Minneapolis. 

Audrey- When | answered 
| that question | wasn't really 
thinking of gender or why 
specifically women are more 
popular or whatever. | think 
they have really radical 
ideas, they're not putting out 
fanzines oranything butthey 
just don't know the same 
i people thatwedo andi think 
that's what it all boils down 
to. | think they put their time 
Ю in with the other ways, 
| they're artists, that's some- 
thing that you're not familiar 
with, butthey have done alot 
of work. | don't think that 
Dogfight has anything more 
valid to say than any other 
band, we just got lucky to 


friends with people- we ‘re 
notin the know. Ithinkwe're 
part of getting away from 
the sleazy bar scene where 
name dropping is every- 
where andnobody gives two 
fucks about each other. | 
think we've found a great 
niche with people where we 
help each other. 

P.E.) | think itis more than 
who you know because it's 
an involvement that you have made in this particu- 
lar culture. Whereas Burning Bush or other bands 
weren't born or involved in this underground thing 
because it wasn't their age group or interest or 
whatever. Why don't you talk about the lyrics to 
Revoltage? 

Crito- First, we came up with the music around the 
base and saxophone mainly and worked from 
there. October 1 1th the person who was the head 
of the Shining Path Guerrillas in Peru got arrested 
after hiding in and outside Lima, Peru for about 15* 
years and having a manhunt after him he was 
finally caught. He was in jail and there was a 
communique sent from his Shining Path support- 
ers and all it said was “We Will Freeze Your 
Laughing.” We used that as the basis and Aron 
came up with the idea Revoltage. From there he 
can really describe it better than | can. 

Aron- | wrote in the booklet about what it means 
to me. It has a lot of meaning since writing it. 
Originally we were going to write asong about riots 
with out falling into the mentality of just go fuck shit 
up. | was toying around with the idea in my head 
and Crito came up with the idea, we will freeze 
your laughing. Revoltage for me is an energy 
source dealing with resistance across the world. 
Everywhere there is an undercurrent of people 
fighting oppression and Revoltage is the natural 
energy flowing through people fighting this shit 
and connecting them to that. It's about living the 
life or trying to instead of just talking aboutit. Itcan 
be from the smallest thing like hopping a train 
(which means you don't have to deal with a bus or 
money)or spraypainting or shooting someone. It's 
amulti-level thing. Mary came up with some lyrics 
too. 

Mary- Choose your message and add your own 
twist is sort of a tangent to everything Crito and 
Aron were talking about. In a way it has to do with 
deciding what path you're going to take and what 
you choose to believe or side with. Ithadtodowith 
the media and the riots and what happened with 


this guy. Depending on how 
it's said and how it's pre- 
sented meaning many dif- 
ferent things and you can 
choose to presentthingsina 
way which gives your own 
point of view. It's confusing 
and abstract. 

Aron- It's kind of connecting 
to your own energy. One 
lyric that's important to me 
is, "Electrify your mentalam- 
munition”, which Crito also 
talks about in some lyrics. 
It's about energizing your- į 
self through the spirit of re- | 
sistance. 

Mary- The whole thing is 
thatit takes action too, it's as 
simple as putting forth some- 
thing. 

Aron- Once you take that 
step into it, it builds upon 
itself more and more. Once 
you start taking those steps 
you realize there is more out 
there and pull into this pool 
of energy. | think there isa | 
definite pool of energy 
amongst people that keeps 
us alive.

Crito- We've already done 2 comps: In the Spirit 
of Total Resistance with Profane Existence anda 
gender comp with Spitboy, Paxton Quiggly, and 
the Ex and some other band coming out of Detroit 
in March by someone with 404 Willis. 

Mary- We have a song coming outon acomp that 
is not political at all. Itis a Husker Du Zen Arcade 
comp of Minneapolis bands covering Husker Du 
songs coming out in the spring. We do Hare 
Krishna. A listen to it one day, practice it one day, 
and record it the next day sort of thing. 

Crito- We're looking to be on other comps and we 
have a demo available for 2.50 ppd called Lives 
Led Astray. See us play on tour. 
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| want to talk about “normal people” this 
issue, i.e. those everyday folks who aren'tanar- 
chists, punks, feminists, etc. Most radicals 
today have a funny attitude about these people, 
“the masses.” On the one hand our political 
activities, theories, and propaganda areall about 
creating a new society that will liberate “the 
masses" from tyranny and exploitation, a soci- 
ety to be built by these masses themselves. 
However, when we're asked why our move- 
ments are so small, we shrug and mumble that 
the masses are ignorantand are “brainwashed” 
by society's rules (or religion, or patriotism, 
or...). Folks are "blind" and need to “wake up”; 
most of ‘em are stupid, racist, misogynist, ho- 
mophobic fools who should all just rot in their 
easy chairs while watching “Cops"on TV. In the 
words of one would-be punk prophet, “the 
masses are asses.” This.attitude is not only a 
contradiction, it's also a big reason why | think 
our political movements are so small. Ifwe want 
to make our political movements a threat to the 
powers that be we need to drop this belief in the 
“ignorant masses” and quick. 

I think all the zines, song lyrics, books and 
protests that demand people to “wake up” to the 
“real truth” of the misery of this world are cop- 
outs. Don't get me wrong; I'm not saying that | 
believe that this society really is democratic and 
free or that some people actually do win the 
lottery or anything ridiculous like that. What I'm 
saying is that people who think the masses 
believe these things because they are “stupid” 
directs radicals’ righteous anger in the wrong 
places. Instead of attacking the masses for 
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their “ignorance” we should instead attack the 
social conditions and values that make people 
believe nonsensical things such as cops are 
here to protect and serve us all or that the real 
oppressed group in this country is (gag, hack, 
cough) white males. If we change the social 
and political conditions that lead people to swal- 
low this bullshit instead of preaching at people 
to “wake up”, then the problem of the “ignorant 
masses” will take care of itself. 


Marxist Masses 

Punks and other radicals aren't the only 
people in this society who assume that most 
people are stupid. It's a popular sport among 
leftoid socialist types and academics, too, only 
they have bigger words for it. You see, Marxists 
have a problem, as if you couldn't already 
guess that (notall Marxists, to be fair, butagood 
number of them). According to their guru, the 
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workers of the industrialized world should have 
revolted a long time ago. However, worldwide 
socialist revolution hasn't happened yet and in 
the few places where it has (China, Vietnam, 
USSR, etc.), it occurred in countries largely 
comprised of peasants (who Marx thoughtwere 
about as important as horse dung for revolu- 
tion), not the proletariat. What went wrong? 
Intellectual leftoids traditionally explain this away 
with the theory of “false consciousness”: the 
masses haven't revolted against capitalism yet 
because the ruling class not only controls the 
means of production that force us to slave away 
for their benefit, they also control the means of 
our society's cultural production (schools, en- 
tertainment, media, etc.) and they use this 
control to fool us into notonly putting up with our 
oppression, but enjoying it, too. 

It almost makes sense, don't it? People 
embrace their oppression because they've been 
fooled by the system, so what we need to dois 


show them the real truth so they'll come around ` 


and see things the way we do and work with us 
to change the world. This is one reason why 
Marxists form political parties: they think that 
the only thing that can make people see how 
oppressed they really are is through the guid- 
ance of a Party. Hating Parties (but loving 
parties), feminists and anarchists and punks 
and other miscreants use zines, records, dem- 


onstrations, etc. to try to show the masses the . 


“true way”. Unfortunately, we still work under 
the Marxist assumption that the masses are 
brainwashed and need to be led to “The Truth” 
by the enlightened few (who just happen to be 
us). This view is fucked 
up and authoritarian. It 
talks down to people, it 
treats them as stupid, it 
strips them of their dig- 
nity, anditwill never work 
_ because, _ ironically, 
people are too smart to 
be suckered into a poli- 
tics that works by insult- 
ing them. 

The Power 


in Truth 

One of the biggest 
problems with the belief 
that the masses are 
asses is that saying 
people are brainwashed 
or ignorant implies there 
isareal, objective “Truth” 
to be revealed in this 
world. This is a bunch of 
hooey. There is no such 
thing as a neutral, value- 
free interpretation ofhis- 
tory and politics and if 
you don'tbelieve me tum 
on the six o'dock news 
and watch the capitalist 
apologistcrapstreamout 
of Mr. Hairdo 
пемзсазтег" 5 
teleprompter, who will tell 
you that Rodney King 
deserved to be beaten 
or that Anita Hill really 
liked to be harassed. The 
point is that of course 
shit happens but there is 
no one correct interpre- 
tation of howit happens. 

Assuming the 
masses to be asses cre- 
ates an authoritarian 
teacher-pupil role: “I, the knowledgeable revo- 
lutionary, will educate you, the ignorant masses, 
on the way the world really works and the way 
you should really live your life because you are 
too brainwashed to figure it out yourself. If this 
doesn’twork, I'll slag you all off as ‘sheep’ in the 
nextissue of my zine.” This is a good anarchist 
strategy? All we dois tell people we're right and 
they're wrong (and stupid). No wonder people 
hate us! We need to stop buying into the 
Marxist idea of false consiousness and stop 
telling people what to do. 

But if there is no objective truth, then, is 
everyone right? What standards do we have to 
determine whether a Nazi's ideas are better 
than an anti-racist's if we can't say that anti- 
racists are right and Nazis are wrong? | think 
such standards exist but they come-not from 
“the truth” but from our society's values and 








political culture. For example, in American 
society nonviolent forms of protest are the only 
acceptable forms of resistance for both the 
ruling class and progressives, therefore if | say 
that violence isn’t always bad | am “wrong”. 
There's no “objective truth” to this belief in 
nonviolence and | am certainly not “brain- 


` washed” by Class War or whomever because | 


believe that violence will likely occur in a revo- 
lutionary situation; | am “wrong” because my 
beliefs run contrary to deeply held values in this 
society. 

If | want to change these deeply held 
beliefs and convince people that violence in 
some situations has its place (like in the fight 
against fascism, for example), | think the best 
way to doitis notto say that people are all wrong 
and brainwashed by our liberal American cul- 
ture into believing that the only valid form of 
Political opposition is nonviolent resistance 
(though | confess it's tempting) but to promote 
a cultural and political shiftin the radical move- 
ment, ashiftthatredefines “truth” so that people's 
Politics aren't immediately dismissed if they're 
not nonviolent. In Germany, for example, you 
will find few punks or anarchists who would 
disagree with me when | say that fascists need 
to be confronted and defeated wherever they 
organize, using violence if necessary. What 
needs to be done in the US is to change the 
political attitudes among radical circles in the 
US to a situation more like it is in Germany, 
where the use of violence against Nazis is a 
legitimate option, before the fascist white-power 
scum get as popular here as they are over 
there. 

Whatever the domi- 
nant culture says is true 
becomes Truth in this 
society, more or less. If 
we can change this cul-

the social conditions of 
this society so that our 
movements actually of- 
fer people something 
relevant to their lives in- 
stead of moralizing at 
them, | think we will find 
that the masses ain't so 
stupid after all. 


Weapons 
of the Weak 


But if the masses 
aren't asses, how can 
we explain the fact that 
there hasn'tbeen arevo- 
lution that frees us all 
yet, despite the thou- 
sands of zines, demon- 
strations, and political 
organizations telling 
folks what's up? If folks: 
are so smart, why don't 
they revolt against this 
fucked up world? | think 
there are three reasons 
for this: 

1) People, espe- 
cially extremely poor 
people, do what they 
have to do to survive, 
and immediate personal 
andfamily concems take 
precedent over more 
broader political con- 
cerns. These folks aren't 
stupid, they're just too 
busy trying to survive in this system to try to 
change it as well. This description fits some 
people butit leaves a lot of folks out (especially 
the middle class). 

2) People don't passively accept this 
fucked up system, they do resist it every day 
andin many ways. However, due to physical or 
political limitations (anything from death squad 
terror in Central America to lack of experience 
in democratic processes in the US), a lot of 
people aren't able to organize effectively and 
resist collectively. People don’t blindly obey, 
they resist in any ways they can. Sometimes 
they don’t even see it as blatant resistance: 
timecard padding, loafing on the job, lying to 
your boss, cheating the landlord, cheating on 
your taxes, stealing stuff from work, sabotaging 
capital. Sure, people do these things for self- 
interested reasons, but don't ignore the impor- 
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tant fact that these actions make the powers 
that be mad. These are subtle but extremely 
common forms of resistance. When people feel 
they're getting screwed over they fight back, 
using a variety of revenge tactics against au- 
thority. [For excellent books about the many 
mundane and inspiring ways in which people 
resist, read Martin Sprouse’s Sabotage in the 
American Workplace and James C. Scotts 
Weapons of the Weak, which looks at peasant 
resistance in rural Asia.] 

3) These answers may be fine and dandy, 
but they don't account for everyone. | think 
there are some people who aren't brainwashed 
by the system, nor do they resistit. | think some 
people genuinely enjoy this sick system be- 
cause they benefit from it. George Bush and Bill 
Clinton aren't brainwashed fools; they are men 
who have used the privilege and power ac- 
Corded to their race and sex and class position 
to mold the world in their favor and in the favor 
of people like them. (Of course I'm a white 
male, too, but | like to think that I'm using my 
privileged status in this society to undermine 
society and the privilege it grants me. It's my 
responsibility to use my power to support others 
so that one day we will all have equal social and 
political power.) People like Clinton and Al 
Gore and Lee lococca aren't brainwashed, they 
are our enemies, plain and simple. People who 
like this system because they profit off of it are 
those we must struggle against. | know that 
because this is Profane Existence you think | 
mean we need to run out and bash all their 
heads, but | don't. | mean that we have to 
devise tactics and strategies thatconfrontpeople 
like them and hold them responsible for their 
actions while celebrating all people struggling 
against the New World Order at the same time. 

As soon as | start talking about politics as 
astruggle of the powerful against the powerless 
(to put it very crudely), someone always gets 
upsetand blubbers something about how people 
can change, sodon't drive them away from your 
cause by declaring them your enemy. Well, of 
course people change, butsocial classes DON'T 
change. The rich will always abuse and exploit 
the poor even if Donald Trump gives all his 
millions to the New Jersey anarchist collec- 
tives. Some people may change but mostwon't 
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because to do so would mean they have to give 
up too much of their wealth, and the system of 
injustices certainly won't change unless we 
challenge it. The belief in false consciousness 
carries with it this residual feeling that while a 
jerk like Tom Metzger is stupid, he can be 
changed if we try hardenough. Not. Inresisting 
this world, radicals need to realize that not 
everyone is going to join us, and while that's 
sad, these people also do it fora reason: they 
benefit from the status quo and won't surrender 
their privilege without a fight. 
What's Wrong With 


the Masses? 

But if the masses aren't asses, how can 
we explain why so many people are elitist, 
racist, sexist, homophobic, and generally intol- 
erant of others? Who else but a moron would 
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actively support such behavior? | believe that 
most people (including myself) are fucked up in 
these ways due to the worldwe live in more than 
due to their own conscious decision to be a 
rapist or a fag-basher or whatever. People 
everywhere do what they feel is necessary to 
survive, and in doing so, they usually fill a role 
according to the needs of social institutions. 
For example, capitalism needs a large pool of 
unemployed workers to keep wages down, so 
some people become unemployed and blame 
immigrants for it. A patriarchal society needs 
rapists to physically intimidate women to main- 
tain power over them, so it creates a rape 
culture in which any male can rape a woman 
| and (usually) get away with it. This fucked up 
world creates fucked up roles for people to play, 
and, sadly, people play them. 

Before | move on, let me make something 
as clear as | can. Because this world creates 
oppressive roles for people to play (rapist, man- 
ager, сор, роса etc.) DOES NOT mean 
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act the same if you were from another country, 
a different class background, a different race, 
and/or a different gender? Not likely. Would 
you have been a Nazi supporter if you were a 
poor white Gentile German worker in 1937? 
Quite possibly. The key, then, is to hold people 
responsible for their actions, but to also work to 
change the social conditions that make it ad- 
vantageous to them for being racist, misogy- 
nist, homophobic, elitist and/or a cop. 

Changing these social conditions means 
struggling against the dominant powers thatbe, 
notharping on people for their stupidity. Taunt- 
ing and guilt-tripping people into revolutionary 
movements obviously isn't working for the obvi- 
ous reason that it insults people's intelligence. 
If we're trying to create a revolution in this 
society we have to give people good reasons to 
exchange what privileges they have now for the 
chance to recreate the world. 

So dome a favor: stop saying the masses 
are asses and start looking for the little ways 





| people resist hierarchy and authority. Appreci- 


ist | ate those efforts and look for ways to tum those 


system creates the need for cops to protect 
white property and privilege, but that doesn't 
mean cops should be let off the hook for what 
they do to people. Society creates roles for 
people, but people often times choose these 
roles and have to be held responsible for taking 
them. The fact that we live in a rape culture 
doesn't mean that it's all “the system's fault” 
when a man rapes a woman. No, rapists and 
other scum need to be held responsible for their 
actions. However, that still doesn't change the 
fact that their actions are at least in part deter- 
mined by the roles this society offers them. 

If you put a person in a different world, s/ 
he'llbe a different person. Wouldyou think and 





individual acts of resistance into collective forms 
ofdefiance and self-determination. Show people 
that their little acts of sabotage are also forms of 
political resistance, and explain how they can 
get a lot more than an extra long lunch break if 
we resist together. Know your enemy. Stop 
believing that everyone can be changed and 
that someday we'll all be one big happy family. 
Take what people say at face value instead of 
calling them brainwashed. Ifwe stop assuming 
the masses are asses and concentrate on the 
political and social conditions that make people 
“asses,” the anarchist movement might just 
become threatening again.

JAILED BY GOV’ 


SUPPORT DESPERATELY NEEDED... 


Peruvian anarchist Victor Hugo Navarro 
Huarmiyuri remains in the custody of DINCOTE 
(Direccion Nacional contra el Terrorismo), the 
anti-terrorist section of the Peruvian National Po- 
lice after being detained Sunday May 9, 1993, 
while leaving the maximum-security prison Miguel 
Castro-Castro in Lima, Peru. Victor was visiting 
anarchist political prisoner Andres Villaverde 
Aguilar. Victor was detained along with an older 
brother of Andres; Andres’s brother also remains 
in the custody of DINCOTE. (We are currently 
trying to find out his full name.) A third person, 
Pablo Salazar Devereaux, a US citizen of Peru- 
vian descent and current member of the Love & 
Rage Production Group in NYC, was with Victor 
and Andres's brother at the time of the detentions. 
Although Pablo wasn't detained at that time, an 
arrest warrant has been issued for him by 
DINCOTE. All three are being investigated as 
possible members of PCP-Sendero Luminoso 
(Peruvian Communist Party - Sendero Luminoso), 
the Shining Path. As anarchists, Pablo, Victorand 
Andres clearly do not support the authoritarian 
PCP-SL nor would they ever be members of it. 
Andres’s brother is not a member nor a supporter 
either. 

Victor and Andres's brother were detained 
after visiting Andres in Miguel Castro-Castro prison 
(Sunday is the only day on which prisoners are 
permitted male visitors). That prison is being 
slowly converted into a Peruvian version of a 
control-unit facility modeled after Stahnheim in 
Germany or USP Marion in the United States, a 
process which began after the police intervention 
in May 1992 in which more than forty prisoners 
(almost entirely members of the PCP-Sendero 
Luminoso) were killed. 

Part of this conversion has been a strict 
control over visitor access; all visitors are required 
fill out a detailed entrance form and give finger- 
prints, pass several security chéckpoints and fi- 
nally are strip-searched before entering the prison 
(sometimes including a full body-cavity search). 
The exit procedure is similar to the entrance 
procedure, although it is not typical for people 
exiting to be strip-searched. On Sunday, May 9, 
however, all visitors were strip-searched upon 
leaving as well as upon entering (it is not clear if 
this was a one-time occurrence or a permanent 
change in exit procedure). Pablo was searched 
first, and, as nothing unusual was found in his 
possession, he passed on to the next check-point. 
However, a letter from Andres to an anarchist 
friend outside the prison was found in Victor's 
possession. Although the contents of the letter 
are uncertain, the mere possession of suchaletter 
is a violation of prison rules; all letters to and from 
inmates must be sent via the prison mail service 
where they areread by SIN (Servicio de Inteligencia 
Nacional), the Peruvian intelligence agency that 
combines the functions of the FBI and CIA. Any- 
one attempting to bring letters in or out of the 
prison by any other means is automatically sus- 
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pected of trying to communicate secretly 
between imprisoned members of the PCP- 
Sendero Luminoso or MRTA (Movimiento 
Revolucionario Tupac Amaru — a more 
traditional, foco-style guerrilla group) and 
members of those organizations outside the 
prison. When they searched Andres’ brother, 
the prison security (all of whom are mem- 
bers of a special tactical unit of the Peruvian 
National Police with ties to DINCOTE) dis- 
covered several photocopied articles about 
the International Campaign for the Release 
of Andres Villaverde Aguilar from the North 
American anarchist periodical Love & Rage. 

Both Victor and Andres'’s brother were 
detained for further questioning and were 
taken to DINCOTE headquarters in the 
Prefectura de la Policia Nacional del Peru in 
the center of Lima. The prison security 
didn't realize that Pablo was with Victor and 
Andres's brother and he was able to leave 
the prison without problems. The next day, 
Monday May 10, agents of DINCOTE 
searched Victor's residence, El Hueco (The 
Pit), an alternative culture center. Pablo left 
Peru the morning of Tuesday Мау 11, опа 
flight he had scheduled the week before. 
Later that day, however, an arrest order for Pablo 
was issued by DINCOTE and the police at the 
airport were ordered to detain him if he tried to 
leave the country. DINCOTE seemingly is (or 
was) unaware that Pablo had left Peru already, 
and on Thursday May 13, they ransacked the 
houses of his uncle and his cousins. Currently, 
agents of DINCOTE in unmarked cars are waiting 
outside those houses to arrest Pablo should he 
гешт. 

These detentions and investigations have 
the potential of causing serious problems for the 
Peruvian anarchist/autonomous community as well 
as for the solidarity campaign to free Andres 
Villaverde Aguilar. Thanks to the organizational 
efforts of members of the Love & Rage Production 
Group in NYC and anti-authoritarians in the San 
Francisco Bay Area, and to contributions from all 
over the United States, Canada and Spain, $860 
was sent to Peru to help facilitate the release of 
Victor and Andres's brother. However, the inves- 
tigation against Victor, Andres’s brotherand Pablo 
is complicated by the fact that the agent in charge 
of the investigation, Lieutenant Minaya of Group 4 
(Delta) of DINCOTE, believes that the involve- 
ment of Pablo in this matter as well as the pres- 
ence of photocopied articles from Love & Rage 
points to an international connection in this case. 
Since the activities of supporters of the PCP- 
Sendero Luminoso in the United States and Eu- 
rope have been the subject of investigation by SIN 
and itis commonly assumed by Peruvian security 
forces that all international solidarity work with 
Peru is directed by pro-Sendero groups, Lieuten- 
ant Minaya has made clear his intention to inves- 
tigate this supposed connection. Through this 





investigation, it is quite possible that DINCOTE 
will try to characterize the entire Peruvian anar- 
chist/autonomous movementas pro-Sendero and 
will increase the repression against them. Also, 
Andress lawyer is concerned that this investiga- 
tion will adversely affect Andres’s upcoming case; 
itis possible that Andres's case could be heardas 
early as this July by a Tribunal Sin Rostro (Face- 
less Tribunal) — special courts established after 
President Alberto Fujimori's coup in April 1992 
and composed of three hooded judges who try 
cases of accused terrorists. Andres is mistakenly 
accused of being a member of the PCP-Sendero 
Luminoso. Already the accused are denied al- 
most all rights in these tribunals and almost no 
evidence is needed to be convicted. This investi- 
gation could be poosmued as additional evidence 
againstAndres. = 

The situation of Victor and Andres’s brother 
is precarious and it is quite possible that they will 
Temain in the custody of DINCOTE for some time. 
DINCOTE is known for its use of torture; both 
Americas Watch and Amnesty Intemational have 
documented cases of torture with electric shock, 
rape and beatings of detainees by DINCOTE. We 
have no way of knowing the current situation of 
Victor and Andres's brother as all detainees are 
heldincommunicado. Itis probable that Victor and 
Andres's brother will be held for along times as a 
result of Minaya’s investigation into the interna- 
tional aspect of this case. It is even possible that 
they could be imprisoned and convicted of being 
members of PCP-Sendero Luminoso; Peru is 
currently undergoing a state of intense repression 
and detainees have absolutely no rights. 

The Peruvian anarchists/autonomous move- 


menthas mobilized and is trying to use the money 
sent by the North American and European anar- 
chistmovements (money was received from Spain, 
Germany, Canada and the United States) to facili- 
tate the release of Victor and Andres’s brother 
through subtle legal maneuvering. They have 
asked us not to undertake a full political mobiliza- 
tion as of yet as they are still waiting to see the 
results of these legal maneuvers. However, we 
should be prepared to start such a mobilization 
should these attempts fail. Already Americas 
Watch is aware of the situation and has committed 
to aiding this effort. We would like to thank those 
groups and individuals who have helped this cam- 
paign through monetary donations and dissemi- 
nation of information. 

There is still a need for additional funds to aid 
the detainees as well as for the Andres Villaverde 
Aguilar Legal Defense Fund. Detainees in 
DINCOTE are not providedwith food, and are only 
able to eat if someone on the outside brings them 
food every day. The Peruvian anarchist/autono- 
mist prisoner support groups will be very strained 
by this obligation, so ongoing help is necessary. 
Regarding funds to Andres: his case, as was 
stated, could be heard very shortly. His lawyer 
estimates the legal costs at $3,000 or more. There 
is absolutely no possibility of the Peruvians raising 
this money by themselves. Contributions from 
individuals and groups are desperately needed. 
In addition, we need commitments from organiza- 
tions and individuals who are prepared to partici- 
pate in further political mobilization should that be 
necessary. Pablo Salazar Devereaux and other 
members of the Peruvian Solidarity Project (PSP) 
are also available for speaking to groups about the 
current situation in Peru, from an anarchist per- 
spective. Pablo will be in LA for approximately two 
weeks beginning May 17, and then he will retum 
to NY for atleasta month. At the moment the PSP 
is based in New York City. Interested parties 
should contact:

Johnson, Gary. Ol! The view from the dead 








As areviewer of punk books I've noticed a lotof the 
books published by people in the movement tend 
to have sparse text in unusually large type. It 
would seem that this serves only to increase the 
size of the book and justify selling it for 10 or 15 
bucks when itcontains less info than most fanzines. 
| paid $15 each for Up They Riseand Punk 77. Up 
They Rise was large format, 145 pages with 
hundreds of illustrations and extensive, detailed 
text. Punk 77ran 97 pages, was small format, and 
the type was so large it only took an hour or so to 
tead it. | don't want to criticize anyone's DIY effort 
to publish stuff but | see so much space wasted 
that could have been used for more photos, inter- 
views, or in-depth text. 

Also reviewed this time around are two ex- 
cellent discographies. 




































This is a pretty goofy book but interesting to putin 
context. Whether Oi was a legitimate movement 
or Gary Bushell's idea to cash in on the second 
wave of punk bands is open to debate. 
Johnson attempts to document Oi and give it 
a manifesto as a movement of dispossessed 
youth — punks, skins, and rude boys united around 
Oi. He has plenty of rhetoric against politicians 
and the media. One draws the conclusion from 
this book that the early 80's UK punk scene was 
solidly working class and dominated by bands like 
Blitz, 4 Skins, Cockney Rejects and Vice Squad. 
| have the feeling he only captures one side of the 
scene as a lot of other bands were around at the 
‘same time (Discharge, Chaos UK, Dirt, Flux, Mob) 
and it's hard to pin a class label on punk so 
sweepingly. | guess the best thing about this book 
is the photos.

We're at that level, we're just 
getting enough. We haven't had to make any 
compromises, we've just had to work harder, 
that's all. We've had to be a bit more efficient with 
our releases but we're not ripping anyone off in 
order to get our money. 

C: There's occasions where we'll be asked to 
travel 200 miles to do a benefit gig or something 
and we have to think about living for the nextweek 
aswell. When those situations come up we speak 
to the people and tell them our situation and that 
we'll do the show for less than we would normally 
whereas in Scotland we would take petrol money 
and a floor to crash on. People understand that 
and there's never really been any problems. 

A: We tend to worry more and panic from time to 
time. We think, “Shit!", we have to plan ahead a 
bit. Like when we came over here to tour we had 
noideawhatto expect. Itwas a big chance for us, 
really. We had no idea whether we were gonna go 
back minus 5,000 dollars or plus, it was totally a 
gamble. Plus it’s not like we have welfare checks 
to go back to, we have nothing but an empty bank 
account. So we have organized ourselves ahead 
oftime. We have to play out more often which, for 
me, can be difficult because I'd like to spend more 
time coming up with new material. | guess that's 
the only artistic thing that I'd like to overcome, that 
we have more time to practice. 

PE: | think that anti-authoritarian projects need to 
prove that these ideas are workable and so you 
have to start practicing them. 

C: To do your day job and then your anarchistic 
stuff in your spare time is kind of schizo ‘cause | 
mean doing your day job is totally working within 
the capitalist system. You're splitting yourself 
down the middle. We're trying to do this asbestwe 
can. 

PE: On all your releases there have been various 
types of folk music influences. What, if any, 


connection do you see between folk and punk?

The investi- 
gation which was coordinated between the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP), National Secu- 
tity Investigative Services unit (NSIS—Canada’s 
anti-terrorist unit), and the Integrated Intelligence 
Unit (IU), a RCMP-Edmonton city police unit, 
conducted 100’s of hours of surveillance on me, my 
co-accused and other suspects, our residences and 
possible ALF targets. This includes telephone wire- 
taps at both our residences and a room probe/bug in 
my residence. Even with all their over-the-top 
intensive police surveillance nothing ‘significant 
enough to bring up in Courtiwas leamed.

My co-accused (whoon Nov.12, 1992had his 
three charges stayed due to a lack of evidence) was 
subpoenaed totestify. When called toswearoathhe 
refused. His attomey who was present read a 
statement for him stating that “Tt did not matter if a 
judge locked him up for eight days and another 
eight days and another, he would not take the stand 
and testify.” The judge who had the option of jailing 
him decided not to jail him but issued an order for 
him to appear at my trial. Refusal at trail means he 
could be charged with contempt which can carry a 
maximum two year sentence. 

Over-all my pretrial was very informative. 
The charge of attempted arson regarding an ALF 
action at Ovellette Packers was dropped and the 
three charges/counts of mischief under $1000relat-_ 
ing to damaged Fur Council’ of Canada billboards’ | 
was changed to one’count of mischief under $1000 
to three billboards. So three less charges overall. 
All the charges stemming from other ALF actions 
(added after I was charged with three charges relat- 
ing to the University of Alberta ALF liberation of 
29 cats) are held up by very weak “circumstantial” 
evidence. In the end I was ordered to stand trial on 
all charges except the attempted arson and 2 charges 
of mischief under previously mentioned. 

On June 25th, during a cell search, guards 
seized a watch found in my cell, and then searched 
me seizing another watch. Both were not listed on 
my inmate property when I arrived and were con- 
sidered contraband. One watch I had traded a 
prisoner for and the other I found in the laundry 
where I worked. Charged with “Possession of An 
Unauthorized Article,” I was strip searched and 
taken tounit 6-D Administrative Segregation (тоте.

On October 24, 1992 earth warriors broke into 
the USDA Animal Damage Control's (ADC) 
research facilities in Northern Utah. Twenty- 
nine coyotes were released from outdoor pens, 
and over $150,000 of damage was inflicted on 
ADC buildings and research equipment. Raid- 
ers first cut holes in pens of captive coyotes at 
the Predator Research Facility in Millville, Utah, 
a quarter mile from forest lands. The coyotes 
we released were being subjected to experi- 
ments to test traps and poisons to be used 
against native wildlife by ADC. Students from 





coyotes vomiting, bleeding, convulsing and dead 
in the pens of the US government research 
station. 

ADC Project leader Fredrick F. Kowlton 
(801-750-2508) has spent the last twenty years 
killing tens of thousands of coyotes in research 
to develop more effective control methods of 
native predators, in particular coyotes and 
Waves.. In turn, his research developments are 
manufactured: Њу the USDA's ADC program to 
be used by sheépiand cattle ranchers as the 
arsenal for the war on indigenous wildlife.

To speak 
on behalf of animal rights people | felt my experi- 
ence as a non-white resistance fighter was a 
common ground between oppressed wild beings.

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POWER POLES SABOTAGED 
IN VERMONT; 
FBI BEGINS INVESTIGATION 


In early January, Vermont's Auiland Herald 
and the Associated Press reported that ten elec- 
trical transmission poles in five different Vermont 
locations have been sabotaged since April of 
1992. Earlier, a letter had been received by the 
Central Vermont Public Service Corporation 
(CVPS) headquarters in Rutland, Vermont, say- 
ing that three utility poles in Rutiand needed to be 
replaced and there could be other consequences 
unless CVPS dropped its contract with Hydro- 
Quebec. 

The wooden utility poles were all notched, 
cut, or drilled in a way so that they would fall over 
in high winds or heavy snowfall, according to 
Thomas Hurcomb, vice president of public affairs 
for the: utility corporation. In all cases, a “Q” 
roughly approximating the logo used by the Cana- 
dian Hydro-Quebec-owned utility was painted or 
drawn on the vandalized poles. 

No group or individual has claimed responsi- 
bility for the acts of sabotage. CVPS has issued a 
teward of $20,000 for information leading to a 
Successful prosecution of those responsible.

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Sorry folks, no ballistic missle reviews this issue, 
but we're almost done with the field tests, so maybe next 
time. For now, | figured it would be a good time to do 
a happy spring feature like gardening. This is a funky 
thing for me to write, because I'm drawing from almost 
no research aside from experience. | grew up working 
in my parents’ country garden bein’ really pissed be- 
cause | had to weed all the beans before | could go slam 
dance at some hunting cabin punk rock show. Last 
summer | planted my first garden and was surprised at 
how much | had learned during those acne-filled years 
of weed-slingin’. 

l also learned that gardening is easy, cheap and 

adamn groovey way to wile away those boring summer 
afternoons (it sure beats spending you summer sitting 
in front of a computer, | could wager—ed). All it really 
takes is some seeds, some dirt (all you gutterpunx 
should be familiar with this substance!) and maybe a 
shovel, although hands have worked just as well in the 
past. Since I'm drawing primarily from experience, | 
recommend the book The Basic Book of Organic Gar- 
dening by Robert Rodale which gives more detailed 
information on soil formation, planting and tough ques- 
tions like what kinda animal shitto put on your tomatoes. 
The book's only $5 in most stores and comes in a handy 
shoplifting size. In addition, | won't be covering seed 
specifics because seed packets explain all of that onthe 
back of the package. Hopefully, this article will give the 
novice seed planter some insight and motivationto start 
a garden and enjoy yummy garden-fresh veggies all 
<immmer long for a very small price. 
The first thing you wanna do is sit down and plan 
out your garden. First, figure out how much space you 
have to work with and how much sunlight the area gets. 
Try to find a plot of earth with nice-looking soil and a 
good deal of direct sunlight. If your garden area hasn't 
been planted before you probably want to work the soil. 
First, get a shovel and dig up all the soil, turning each 
shovelful over and picking out all weeds and big rocks 
as you go along. What I've done the past two years is 
buy five, fifty pound sacks each of top soil and peat 
moss (they cost between $1-$2 a bag usually) and mix 
this into the soil to create a richer garden. You can also 
mix well-decomposed compost in, as well. If you live in 
areally shitty city area with ugly soil, you may optto grow 
a garden in buckets - I'll get to that later. 

Next figure out what you want to grow in the space 
that you're given, taking into account the region you live 
in (you can’t grow pineapples in Minnesota!) Seeds 
cost anywhere from $1-$2 a packet. This sucks, so | 
suggest sharing seeds with someone else since you

i For those of you who don't know what mock duck 
is, it'sthe most wonderful Vietnamese delicacy this side 
of peasant revolution. A pressed wheat gluten that is 
used as a meat substitute in stir fries and other dishes, 
| seitan (MD's real name) tastes similar to meat (it's kind 

| of scary, actually!), but it's way better than any rotting 
| carcass could taste. It seems that only those few cities 
with a significant Vietnamese/Hmong population have 

| restaurants that serve mock duck, such as San Fran- 
cisco and the Twin 

Cities, but that 

doesn’t mean that 

you out-of-towners 
shouldn't do every- 
thing you can to find 

a place that serves 

mock duck. Short

usually don't use the whole packet. They're also very 
easy to slip into pockets while shopping, if ya catch my 
drift. There's also a ton of seed catalogs out there with 
good descriptions of what you're buying and a better 
selection than what most stores carry. | would recom- 
mend Stokes (free catalog from Stokes Seeds /Box 548 
/ Buffalo, NY 14240) and Shepard's (free catalog from 
Shepard's Seeds / 30 Irene St./ Torrington, CT 06790) 
as good mailorder sources. Once you get your seeds 
you want to separate them into three categories: early, 
spring and summer. 

Early seeds are those that need to be started 
indoors before transplanting to the outside. These in- 
clude tomatoes, peppers and a bunch of others. To start 
these, you put these in a damp paper towel for a week 
until the seeds sprout. Then plant them in milk cartons or 
empty tofu containers and leave ‘em inside with plenty of 
sunlight until they outgrow their container. Follow the 
packet's instructions as for when to plant outside. Most 
early type plants can be bought in starter boxes quite 
cheaply and are already ready for transplanting. 

Spring seeds include leafy greens, peas, rad- 
ishes, carrots and other plants that enjoy milder tem- 
peratures and aren't as susceptible to frost. Many of 
these plants grow quickly and can be harvested and 
replanted two or three times providing enough salads to 
kill Ronald McDonald a few times over! If you have 
limited space, you can also plant these veggies in the 
spring, harvest by early sumer and plant the area with 
something different. Some of these veggies, such as 
carrotsand radishes, work wellplantedbetween veggies 
that need more room, like cauliflower and broccoli. 

Summer seeds are those plants that usually take 
two to three months to mature and enjoy the warmer 
midsummer weather. These include squashes, cucum- 
bers and corn. 

Once you have. worked an area of soil into a 
garden and you have seeds and/or plants, you're all 
ready to plant. Just follow the spacing instructions on 
the packets, be aware of what veggies will shade other 
plants and you'll be fine. When transplanting, you may 
wantto put some fertilizer (shit) in the hole with the plant 
to boost it's growth. Otherwise, the litle puppies still do 
alright with the right maintenance. 

Maintaining your garden while everything grows 
isdone most easily if you tend to it on a fairly daily level. 
Water everything if it doesn't rain for a few days and 
provide veggies such as broccoli and cauliflower with 
plenty of water. Weed areas all the time and you won't 
wake up to a jungle of weeds with a few malnourished 
tomatoes gasping at your feet. Bigger weeds can be 














Atmosphere— This place loses big for being in Up- 
town, a seedy and debased neighborhood if there ever 
was one. All the white young folks (did someone say. 
“Grunge”?) work up front to attract the yuppies. The 
decor is schlocky, sparse, and neo-yuppie, with like two 
pictures in the whole place. At least there’s no bad 
muzak. The toilets flush by magic. 

Taste— Hyena says, “Yum,” but Troll and Karlos say, 
“Verging on bland. Joel opined, “I liked it” and thought 
the Imperial mock duck was nice and spicy, which is 
always a plus, and Troll's Curry MD was spicy, too. All 
had to admit that the veggies were fresh and crunchy 
(exceptthe canned pineapples, of course). None of the 
dishes were drowned in sauce, meaning you don't have 
to fish for yourduck. We allagreed that the grubis pretty 
good here. 

Service— Fast ‘n friendly. Our water glasses and tea 
cups were bottomless and the staff was pretty cool, for 
grungers. 

Price per portion— Average. Our plates were $5.25 
- $5.75 a la carte (with rice, though), which is pretty 
much standard practice at all MD joints. There's notas 
much food here as at Kinhdo’s, but it’s cheaper. You 
won't have to worry about forgetting your doggie bag 
because there won'tbe one, but you won'tbe so full you 
want to barf, either. Most of us were pleasantly full, 
although Hyena dissented and though there was too 
little food for the $. 


KINHDO (2755 Hennepin Ave. 870-1295 and another 
location) 

Atmosphere— There's fake flowers, cheezy coin- 
dispenser machines, dubbed Country and Western 
muzak, anda residual yuppie crowd from being located 
too close to Uptown (which makes fora terrible window 
view, too), but otherwise it’s okay, we guess. 

Taste— “Fucking ace, especially the Special Spicy 
MD. Order it extra spicy,” says the high priest of wheat 
meat, joel. You get nice big chunks of MD and the 
Special Spicy MD (the PE dish of choice) is just MD and 


“onions, no bullshit. This place also wins big for having 


a large variety of MD and tofu dishes. Hyena was the 
lone dissenter again, she likes their tofu dishes better. 
Service— Always fast, usually friendly. Kinhdo is 
Vietnamese owned and operated, which is the way it 
should be, but we think most of the joints we reviewed 
are, too. The waitresses and waiters are Asian, too, and 


pulled while smaller fuckers can be scraped to their 
death with a hoe (no, not the ones in all those rap 
songs!) Ifa certain veggie isn't doing so well you may 
want to consider getting some kind of fertilizer to give it 
аКіск. Mulching also helps tremendously. 

Mulching is the process of placing a breathable 
area of material around your plants. This material can 
come in the form of old leaves, grass clippings, hay, 
newspaper sections or other such material. | preferhay 
or leaves because they provide the soil with tons of 
nutrients and they don't contain weed seeds which 
would counter one of the mulches’ primary functions: 
smothering weeds. In addition to killing weeds and 
providing nutrients, mulch also helps the soil around the 
plant retain water and stabilize ground temperature 
during cold nights and hot days. Place the mulch 
around a plant after it is a few inches high, sit back, 
smoke a doob and watch your veggies smile. 

Togive an example of a garden, I'lltell ya what I've 
got going. | have one corner area with a good supply of 
Partial sunlight. I've planted all of my spring seeds here: 
radishes, lettuce, spinach, peas, kale, carrots and dill in 
rows with broccoli and cauliflower transplanted along 
the edge where there's more sunlight. Along the side of - 


my apartment I've dug up an area with more direct 3 


sunlight that I'll use for the crawling veggies: cucum- 
bers, zuchini and squash. l'Il also be transplanting 
tomatoes, peppers and whatever else | can steal from 
outside yuppie gardening stores once the spring crop is 
harvested. | chose what to plant based on easiness, 
space and cost. For instance, | skipped corn because 


it creates a lot of shade and good corn is cheap during 


the summer. | planted broccoli and cauliflower because 
they're expensive in the store and for $2, | got twelve 
plants that will yield probably 36 heads! 


To plant a garden in buckets, first get a bunch of = 


five gallon buckets. Most restaurants will give you some 


from their kitchen. Next, place some rocksinthebottom _ 


to give excess water a place to drain into. One method 
that I've heard works is to use each bucket for your 
compost. When the bucket gets halfway full with your 
rotten leftovers, top it off with top soil. Otherwise, just fill 
up the bucket with a nice soil mixture. Make sure that 
the soil isn't packed too tight to allow the roots wiggle 
room. Plant seeds, place in a nice sunlit area, grab _ 
another doob, put on that Very appropriate “Hardcore 
Harvest” ep by Ripcord and dig that groove. 

That's all there is to it! If all goes well (which it is 
almost destined to) you should have an incredible 
amount of veggies from June through September and 
don’t forget to plant a few “happy seeds” in the flower _ 
troughs of your local pig shop!

Service— It took three visits before the host even” 


spoke to us, but he was always cool to us ‘and the 
service is really good, They even stayed open late for 
us one time when Hyena was late for a meeting and we 
had to wait forher before we could order. This isn’tthe 
place to go to meet people — the joint is always dead 
empty, but that doesn't. bother us: no grungers or 
yuppies (is there a difference?). 

Price per portion— Excellent. The prices are cheap 


(less than $5 a plate on average) and you get a goodly ~ À 


amount of the duck action. 


SAIGON (3035 Lyndale Ave. South, 827-8918) 
Atmosphere— The stucco’s gotta go. Too many 
vending machines, too (like Kinhdo). It’s not as campy 
as Mimi and not as yuppy as Lotus, which is cool. The 
owner, Ngoc Nguyen, travelled 9,000 miles to cook us 
this food — no shit, it says so on the menu! Oh yeah, we 
got reusable chopsticks here, which was a first. 
Taste— Karlos and Hyena agreed: “Abit bland.” Have 
we allbecome too accustomed to MSG? The Spicy MD 
and the Lemongrass MD was nice and crispy: they cook 
the mock duck different here, more like a BBQ pork 
texture than stir fried tofu-ish like most places. Troll and 
joel felt the food wasn't as spicy as it could have been 
but it was still good, and all agreed that the vegetables 
we good and crunchy, and no soggy onions! 
Service—Karlos’ response was a noncommital shrug, 
which sums it up pretty well. The people were definitely 
friendly and Hyena saw the owner (Ngoc) and our 
waitress smooch in the back room: nothin’ wrong with 
that! They never bothered to bus our dishes, which 
made our meeting a bit more difficult. 

Price per portion— Ordinary. Troll said, “Kinhdo 
prices with Mimi portions,” i.e. not as much duck for the 
buck as other places. The average price was about $5 
- $5.50. 


Over all, our skilled staff of reviewers found the 
KINHDOfratedthe best, with MIMI close behind. There's- 
lots more mock duck restaurants around town so you 
decide for yourself which one’ suits your: taste.

ability to leam ideas and ways of doing things 
~ when the time arises—which shouldn’t be sur- 
_ prising because, after all, we’re the ones who 
a have built everything on this world! 
Eg In Profane Existence #16 I started a two- 
- partarticle on organization; the first part was one 
| small collective organization. I attempted to 
~ make the distinction between mass organization 
(or in other words, mass means of control) and 
building up new methods of organizations; col- 
lectives or cell groups. To distinguish between a 
mass groupand a group based on small groups, or 
the difference between follow the leader and 
small numbers of people coming together to 
work in a situation where each person has equal 
` say and equal benefits from the group. I gave 
different examples of this as well as a look at how 
| the collective structure of Profane Existence is 
made up. The other articles and interviews in 
Profane Existence #16 as well as the 1 in 12 Club 
_ interview in the last issue also give a clear view 
"into the workings of collectives. However, this 
‘small-scale structure in itself is only a small step 
` towards building a revolutionary movement. 
| While small groups are the key to a successful, 
working relations—isolated and alone in our 
small groups we are weak. 
FEDERAL STRENGTHS 
Inthe latest issue of Heavy Stuff, the Bristol 
. Class War group answers the question “Why a 
= federation with a membership and a constitu- 
tion? Why not just have an informal collective 
who produces Class War propaganda? The short 
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answer is is that if people want to achieve any 
objective that involves a number of other people 
then some sort of organization is necessary. 
Whether that objective is growing corn, building 
a house or destroying the State and capitalism. 
For any of these things to be done people in- 
volved must know what they want to achieve and 
how they are going to do it. Just wishing it to be 
willnot do anything. The otherreasonis strength; 
one match stick on its own will snap between 
your fingers, so will two, but it will be a bit 
harder. But try snapping thirty, forty or a hun- 
dred match sticks all together. You can’t and 
neither can the state.” 

While dealing with vast numbers of people 
can have many organizational challenges, these 
can be overcome. The key any tevolutionary 
organization is to maintain efficiency while main- 
taining as much of total sense of democracy. 
Like and organization, the federation needs to 
have a purpose, and a federation by definition is 
a freely associating group, made up of many 
smaller groups. It is the smaller groups and 
individuals, coming together for a specific need, 
being the reason for the federation to exist. A 
federation does not exist for it’s own sake, but for 
the sake of completing the task set out by the 
smaller parts and for this reason a federation 
needs to be totally democratic, from bottom up so 
that all of it’s membership has equal say. All 
positions of responsibility must be accountable 
to the federation at large andcan berecalled when 
people in these position make actions (or inac- 
tions) that are contrary to the needs of the federa- 


tion. 
FEDERATION NOT 
GOVERNMENT 


The enemy of the federation, as with all 
forms of democratic organization, is bureaucra- 
tization. When positions of power are created 
without any accountability to the larger group 
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this is a bureaucracy and is a form of tyranny. 
When people are not accountable for their ac- 
tions they are free to exercise power over other 
people or beings. For this reason, all govern- 
ments are tyrannical in nature. The U.S. govern- 
ment may be a “democracy” but those elected 
officials are only elected figureheads of the larg- 
est bureaucracy in the world. The policeman on 
the street, the sadistic social worker and the 
government agent who makes your life miser- 
able areall cogs in a giant bureaucracy. Theoreti- 
cally, in our “democratic” system, our elected 
officials are ultimately responsible for the ac- 
tions of the bureaucracy but this is hardly the case 
inreality. Elected officials in our country enjoy 
Just about the same security as dictators and 
monarchies in other countries. 

Most institutions in our hierarchical, patriar- 
chal society are organized in this top-to-bottom 






fashion, from corporations to so-called public insti- “ 


tutions like schools, etc. As well, we as individuals 
have been conditioned to think in these same terms 
even when organizing to protect our class interests 
(such as unions), as well with organizing around 
specific issues (most leftist, single-issue groups are 
like this). We are conditioned to create, maintain 
and obey positions of authority. If we are fighting 
a system based on hierarchy and maintained bya 
system of endless and expanding bureaucracy, then 
we cannot logically organize ourselves in the exact 
same system. 

With federations, as I have said before, they 
exist to serve a purpose. With bureaucracy, no 
matter what “good” they supposedly exist to do, 
they always have the interest of self-preservation 
first. History has shown that even revolutionary 
bureaucracies in turn only create a new status quo, 
a new tyranny. This historical fact is what makes 
Marx’sidea of a “dictatorship of the proletariat” and 
“eventual withering away of the state” Seem like 
such ridiculous ideas. If the goal of a federation is 
to bring about a new way of life, the federation has 
tobe reflective of that goal. Whena federation turns 





into a bureaucracy, it’s original purpose becomes 
subservient and therefore ceases to be a revolution- 
ary organism. 

A federation should therefore have no perma- 
nent positions of power. Spokespersons, secretar- 
ies, laborers, etc. should all be held accountable to 
the entire membership of the federation. Federa- 
tions also need to maintain a constant flow of 
information, communication and ideas within itself 
and should definitely not be allowed to become rigid 
or resistant to change as the needs of the member- 
ship change. Also, when the goal of a federation has 
been achieved, or can no longer be achieved under 
present circumstances, the federation should’ be 
dissolved. The beauty of anarchist organization is 
that no structures are permanent and can be dis- 
solved when the members no longer feel the need to 
maintain it 

MEMBERSHIP 

What about membership? It could be argued 
both ways wether a federations needs to have an 
official membership or not. My ownexperience has 
shown that membership is important to create a 
democratic organization. Whereas, all members 
agree on a specific goal for the organization and 
have the chance for equal participation decision- 
making processes. Also, having a membership 
means there is a basis for expulsion when a member 
acts counter to the goals of the federation. Also 
having a set membership allows other members of 
the federation know who to count on for completing 
the tasks of the federation. I imagine that a federa- 
tion can exist withouta set membership but my own 
experience has shown that sucha loose organization 
is highly inefficient and short-lived. 


SECURITY 


When organizing for anything counter to the 
status quo, there are security issues to keep in mind. 
The state using many means to destroy revolution- 
ary movements; by planting spies, agent provoca- 
teurs or by simply “neutralizing” the leadership. 
We have to be able to cope this and there are no sure 
fire methods of maintaining an absolutely secure 
organization without becoming, exclusionary, elit- 
ist or totally underground. In the Class War’s book 
Unfinished Business they have this to say about 
security of organizations; “...life will be difficult for 
[state] agents if we succeed in Creating a movement 
that is very diverse and organized from the bottom 
up with no ‘leadership’ that can be easily picked off. 
The very public. nature of this movement willalso be 






As weil, when dealing with vanguards, federa- 
tions are very difficult to co-opt. In Danny Burns 
book The Poll Tax Rebellion he tells of how the 
Socialist Worker’s Party and other socialist and 
liberal organizations were thwarted in their attempts 
to co-op the anti-Poll Tax movement in the UK 
because of it's diverse, anti-hierarchical and federal 
organization. While the Poll Tax movement in the 
UK never had a single organization carrying the 
banner, the key toit’s success was the federal nature 
in which local groups federated locally and worked 
in union for national-scale events. Later, as the Poll 
Tax was near defeat, organizational skills and con- 
Д 





nections were used to building a federated support 
network for Poll Tax prisoners. Many people be- 
lieve that the strength of the Poll Tax resistance 
Movement was based on it’s federal nature which 
was also accounted for it’s Tesiliency to co-option 
and government attacks. 


POTENTIAL PROBLEMS 

Like any group organization, a federation struc- 
ture has it’s share of potential problems. While I’m 
dealing specifically with federations in this article, 
alot of these problems can cause potential disasters 
in groups of all sizes. 

INEFFICIENCY: A federation is a large- 
scale means of organization and the larger amount 
of people means more coordination and communi- 
cation within the group. A common ground should 
be found between smooth functioning of the federa- 
tion and democracy keeping both of these in a 
careful balance. When a group becomes so bogged 
down with internal structures, debates, bureaucra- 
cies, etc. then itis rendered ineffectual. Likewise, 
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when there is no democracy within the group then it 
ceases to be a free association. 

ELITISM: Another potential for disaster is 
the formation of elites inside a group. There is no 
group democracy when one faction is making all the 
decisions and a hierarchy is created. Groups should 
keep a keen watch against this (but don’t get para- 
noid!) and should definitely have built-in means of 
dealing with this. I.E. positions of potential power 
should be accountable to the group at all times. 

SECRECY: The last obstacle the federation 
must overcome is to drop the veil of secrecy which 
we have come to depend on. An open and public 
structure is necessary to facilitate as broad of par- 
ticipation and possible and keep channels open for 
criticism. While the odd-ball lunatic maybe at- 
tracted to the through misconception of the term 
anarchy toananrarchist federation, or make easy for 
easy infiltration by those who wish to disrupt the 
federation, those individuals can be dealt with as 
they would be acting outside the general principals 
of the federation. (Of course, it goes without saying 
that there are things which are best kept to your- 


зе). 
FEDERAL UNITY 


Furthermore, for a federation, or any group to 
function properly, it must have both unity of goals 
and tactics. 

UNITY OF GOALS: The most important 
aspect of forming a federation is to have a unity of 
goals. For a federation to exist, there needs to be 
purpose. Without this, the federation is no more 
than aclub. If a federation is to exist to grow corn, 
then itshould do that and not take on repairing diesel 
engines! This is the same with a federation working 
towards building a revolutionary movement. 

UNITY OF TACTICS: Another important 
aspect of federation organizing is to have a unity of 
tactics. A federation, in order to be effective at 
achieving it’s goals, should have unity on how to 
achieve that end. While this does not mean that 
everyone should think and act alike within the 
collective, acommon tactical ground must be found 
for working within the groups goals. Without a 
unity of tactics the group will not be able toreach the 
goals intended. 


FEDERATIONS TODAY 


There are a number of functioning successful 
federations currently organized. I have already 
mentioned the Poll Tax in the U.K. and there are 
nation-wide anarchist federation in many countries, 
but there are examples closer to home in North 
America. For example; when the Quebec govem- 
ment attacked the Mohawks at Oka, it was a loose 
federation of Native tribes and socieities that was 
able to organize solidarity actions that were suc- 
cessful at keeping the Quebec and Canadian gov- 
emments from completely wiping the Mohawks 
out. 

As well, within the anarchist movement, the 
Love and Rage Network has also made a greateffort 
of creating a tuly-North America wide anarchist 
federation. Even while many anarchists are still 
denouncing Love & Rage’s organizational attempts, 
the Love and Rage Network has organized several 
nation-wide campaigns, solidarity actions and has 
facilitated anarchist contingents forseveral national 
demonstrations. I have heard it said that this 
summer’s Conference could make or break the 
organization, I certainly hope for the former! 

For those that don’talready know, thereis also 
an Anarchist Youth Federation which has grown to 
have chapters all over the world. Unfortunately, the 
organization of the federation has not been able to 
keep up with expansion and is chronically in chaos. 
Yet there are those who see the need for this to 
change and are working towards that end. 

I think my two articles have fairly well 
summed up basic principals of practical anarchist 
organizing, as well as the need for such. Of course 
this will be a re-occurring theme in Profane Exist- 
ence as we develop our politics and work within 
these structures in a practical sense. As well, I hope 
I have given the reader a small glimpse at what 
society may be organized like “after the revolution” 
and perhaps some places to start working on to- 
wards getting there.
